Charles T. Yerkes—Dear Sir: The recent heavy 
fall of snow, in my judgment, requires that your 
company should remove the accumulation from 
your tracks which has .been thrown upon the 
sides of the streets, from the following streets: 
Wells street, from Kinzie street to Chicago ave- 
nue; Clark street, from the river to Division 
street: State street, from the river to Division 
street; Division street, from State street to Mar- 
ket street: Dearborn street, from South Water 
street to Kinzie street. . 

This accumulation can be deposited at the 
dump at the lake shore at Chicago avenue, or in 
such other locality as you may be able to procure. 
This order is in accordance with Sec. 2,088 of the 
laws and ordinances of Chicago of 1890. Your 
immediate attention to the above is requested 
under the penalties of said Sec. 2,088.

convenient place or places in the Chicago River, 
or upon the lake shore, where the same can be 
deposited; provided, however, that said com- 
pany or compahies owning or operating said 
tracks may deposit such snow on any other lot or 
lands they may acquire for such purpose. 

The penalty for refusing to comply with 
the order is first a fine of from $25 to $100 
and after forty-eight hours a fine of $100 for 
each succeeding twerity-four hours the ob- 
struction remains, The Corporation Coun- 
sel’s office considers the power of the Com- 
missioner of Public Works ample, and there 
seems to be nothing to prevent the ordering 
out of street railway teams on all the main 
streets of the city. No record of this ordi- 
nance having been enforced heretofore can 
be found, but Commissioner Jones thinks 
this is a good time to begin. 

Streets in Bad Condition. 

The condition of the down-town streets 
since the storm of Saturday night has been 
worse probably than at any time in recent 
years. Maud, slush, dirt, chunks of ice, and 
piles of dirty brown snow were everywhere. 
Occasionally old bottles, rubbers, and old 
papers are seen on the snow heaps. The 
more important streets were as dirty as those 
in the outskirts of town. The condition of 
the main thoroughfares during the busy hours 
of Tuesday and yesterday afternoons present- 
ed a combination hard to beat anywhere. - 

This condition affected almost all of the 
down-town business houses. The snow on the 
crossings was carried to the pavements, where 
it became mud. From there the mud was 
tracked into all the stores and other places of 
business, and all the janitors in town could 
not keep things clean. The slippery iron 
covers along the streets only added to the dis- 


) comfort, The people who slipped on them

| generally hurt themselves dnd ruined their 


clothes in the mud and slush. But few men 
have been at work trying to remedy this con- 
dition of affairs, and the sun and the travel 


. have been left to pack the snow. 


Probably there is not a block in thecity where 
so much travel goes on as the one between 
Dearborn and State on Madison street. That 
block and the intersection of State and Mad- 
ison streets, the busiest four corners in town, 
furnished a sample of how things were not 
done Sunday, Monday, Tuesday, and Wednes- 
day. At Madison and Dearborao streets the 
free application of salt and shovels and sweep- 
ers by the North and West Side cable lines 
reduced the supply of snow and mud to one to 
two inches deep. East along Madison street 
the snow and refuse became worse all the way. 
No attempt was made to cican tho street. 
The policemen at both Dearborn and State 
streets said no work had been done along: the 
block since the storm. The street looked 
neglected. North of THe Trisune office the 
slush was four to six imphes deep and the 
pavement was covered with mud in spite of 
continued cleaning. 

At State and Madison streets the sight has 
been one rarely witnessed in the outlying dis- 
tricts. In frontof Buck & Rayner’s drug 
store was a pile of dirt and snow with broken 
bottles and boxes as corner ornaments, and 
with an old hat for the center piece. Across 
the street was another pile of dirt amd snow, 
and the refuse from the new building helped 
out the deserted appearance. It was a con- 
stant struggle through the snow for the 
crowds moving in all directions.. Women 
sank in the mass over their shoe tops and 
rubbers were lost in the suction. The police- 
man there said he had never seen such a con- 
dition of affairs before. 

The entire First Ward seems to be forgotten 
by the authorities. Rarely would a wagon of 
the -Street Cleaning Department be seen. 
Along State street were piles of snow and dirt, 
piled up by janitors and left to be scattered 
by the passing wagons. The same conditions 
prevailed about the Cdurt-House and City 


Hall, up and down Clark, La Saile, and Dear-— 


born streets, on Fifth and Wabash avenues, 
across town on Randolph, Washington, Madi- 
son, Monroe, Adams, Jackson, and down to 
Twelfth streets. Rarely was there a corner 
without its big heaps of snow, dirty sidewalks, 
and slushy strects. 

The Street Cleaning Department officials 
acknowledgéd their inability to cope with the 
accumulation of snow and dirt and gave asa 
reason that the dumps were so limited that 
more teams could not be used. Assistant 
Superintendent Steele said that there was an 
injunction preventing the dumping on the 
Lake-Front. At present the only places avail- 
able werein the river at the foot of Dock, 
Quincy, and Franklin streets, and the wagons 
now in use were kept waiting for a long time 
to deposit their loads. Under these con- 
ditions, he said, it would be inudvisable to 
hire more teams. Mr. Steele said that if the 
injunction could be dissolved he would at 
once place 400 teams in the First Ward and 
clean everything in short order. At present 
there are 100 teams and 150 men at. work. 
The department estimates that 130,000 cubic 
yards of snow fell in the First Ward. One 
team can handle forty yards a day. To 
cleanse the ward in one day would require 
3,250 teams, 7,000 men, and would cost 
$23,615. 


AGENT GORRELL DID NOT CONSPIRE. 


Declared Not Guilty of Trying to Defrau 
an Insurance Company. 

After a trial extending over seven weeks 
William F. Gorrell was found not guilty by a 
jury in Judge Hutchinson’s court last night 
of the charge of conspiracy preferred against 
him by the Home Life Insurance company of 
New York. When the verdict was brought in 
Mr. Gorrell was congratulated by his friends. 

Gorrell was an agent of the Home Life, 
with power to’ appoint subagents, and the 
charge against him was that with the assist- 
ance of soine of these subagents he misrep- 
resented risks and conspired to defraud the 
company, making about $100,000 thereby. 
He was indicted in November, 1892, with 
Charles F. Nugent, agent at Gilman, IIl., but

CARSON, PIRIE, SOOTT & 00. BID 
$900,000 FOR WALKER STOOK. 


Previous Bid/of W. A. Mason of $810,000 
Raised=Much Excitement in Court and 
Long Di iéns Between the Attor- 
neys Representing the Various Interests 
Charges of Collusion in and Suppres- 
sién of Bidding—The $900,000 Bid to 
Stand for Twenty-four Hours. 


Carson. Pirie, Scott & Co. yesterday after- — 


noon raised William A. Mason’s bid of $810,- 
000 for the assets of the J. H. Walker com- 
pany and informed Judge McConnell, who 
was about to enter an order contirming the sale 
to Mason, that they were ready to pay $900,- 
000 for the property. They made their offer 
in open court, and it constittited the chief in- 
cident in a day of unusual events in the his- 
tory of the Walker litigation, during 
which charges of improper conduct 
and. suppression of bids were flung 
about by the lawyers. Ex-Solicitor-General 
Aldrich, one of the latter, announced his with- 
drawal from the casein the morning. In the 
afternoon he reappeared. Judge McConnell 
postponed the acceptance of the bid until‘to- 
day. Carson, Pirie, Scott & Co. were induced 
to bid by J. H. Walker. Last night the latter 
said that if the bid was accepted he thought 
the Walker business would be merged into 
that of Carson, Pirie, Scott & Co. Whether 
he would be associated with them, he said, 
had not been considered. , 

When court opened yesterday morning a 
small crowd of attorneys figuring in the case 
stood before Judge McConnell, Attorney 
Robbins, representing the Chicago Title and 
Trust company, the receiver, produced two 
sealed envelopes containing the bids received. 
One bid, he said, on opening the envelope, 
was from Deering, Milliken & Co. of New 
York. The bidders offered $805,000, and 
inclosed a cashier’s check for $100,000. The 
other bid was from Fessenden & Nachbour of 
West Madison street, offering $50,000 for the 
stock in the retail store. They inclosed a 
check for 10 per cent of the amount. 

John S. Miller arose and said: 

“On behalf of William A. Mason I now 
bid $810,000 for the property.”’ 

Judge McConnell asked whether there were 
any other bids. Attorney Burry, who, with 
Attorney Aldrich, represented J, H. Walker, 
asked for a moment's delay, saying he ex- 
pected aman who would make abid, The 
court waited, but nobody came in but Mr. 


Walker, 
Charges Collusion. 


He held a brief consultation with his coun- 
sel, and Attorney Aldrich said: 

‘*T have been informed that there is collu- 
sion in this bidding; that Deering, Milliken & 
Co. are large creditors of the concern, and 
that Mr. Milliken came here from New York 
prepared to offer a much greater amount than 
has been presented to the court. An arrange- 
ment was made with himon behalf of Mr. 
Mason, lum informed, to lower his bid, on 
the condition that his claim and that ofa 
bank in which he is interested would be paid 
in full. 
ought to postpone the sale and order an in- 
vestigation.” 

This announcement acted asa kind of an 
explosive, and in the buzz of excitement it 
created the bailiff’s gavel rapping for order 
was unheeded for amoment ortwo. E, F. 
Milliken of Deering, Milliken & Co. was in 
the room and Judge McConnell directed him 
ta take the stand. He was examined by At- 
torney Aldrich, 

‘It was your intention to purchase this 
property?’ questioned the attorney, and an 
affirmative reply was made, Then Mr, Ald- 
rich asked: 

**What, if any, arrangement did you make 
with Mr. Mason to pay your‘claim against the 
concern ?”’ 

The witness after a short pause replied: 
‘*I decline to answer that question until I 
have consulted counsel.”’ 

Judge McConnell inquired if he had an 
attorney present and Mr. Milliken answered 
‘*No.”’ The court suggested that an attorney 
might be summoned by telephone. Ex. 
Solicitor-General Aldrich, who had been talk- 
ing animatedly with Mr. Burry, at this point 
broke in and said tothe court: ‘I have been 
asked by Mr. Walker not to press this in- 
vestigation and in view of this I now with- 
draw from Mr. Walker’s employment and the 
court can act in the matter as 1t sees fit.”’ 

There was another hum of excitement at 
this, but Judge McConnell said nothing in 
reply, simply asking Attorney Miller how 
many of the creditors Mr. Mason represented. 

Claims of $2,000,000, 

Mason had b ought up claims amounting to 
not not less than $2,000,000, the -ex-Cor- 
poration Counsel said. 

The court, addressing the various attorneys, 
said: ‘* It is evident that there has been some 
suppression of bidding, but I cannot postpone 
this sale ata serious loss of money unless 
some creditor objects. Doesanybody object?”’ 

Nobody did and the court then said Mr. 
Mason’s bid would be accepted and directed 
that a formal order to that effect be prepared 
by 4 o'clock. 

The counsel reassembled at that hour, when 
the unlooked for development of the day 
was made. The Walker interest had 
hustled during the interim and At- 
torney Aldrich, when the court mani- 
fested his readiness to hear the litigants, 
stepped to the bar. : 

* Your Honor,” said he, “I now offer the 
bid of Carson, Pirie Scott & Co. of $825,000 
for the property as a going concern.”’ 

Two members of that firm were in the 
court room. Attorney Aldrich moved back 
toward them, when Judge McConnell said 
the advance on Mr. Mason’s bid was 
so slight that he would not entertain 
it. Mr. Aldrich came back again and 
offered $865,000. This brought Attorney 
Miller to his feet with a vigorous 
objection to the introduction of new bids. He 
said: ‘*Mr. Aldrich’s clients have had an 
equal opportunity with others to file a bid 
with the receiver, and have failed to do so. 
More than four-fifths of the creditors have 
already expressed their satistaction at the set- 
tlement proposed by Mr. Mason, and no ob- 
jection has been raised by any creditors to the 
terms of purchase proposed this morning.”’ 


Judge McConnell said the contention was : 


fair, but he felt it his duty to secure as large 
a price for the property as possible. He 
would not consider any new bids of less than 
$900,000. There was a spat between the 
lawyers at this point. Mr. Aldrich objected 
to some of the statements made by Mr. Miller 
and charged that several intending biflders 
had been bought off in the interest of Mr. 
Mason and the Chicago Dry Goods company 
and ne was prepared to formally prefer these 


charges. 
Offers $900,000. 


He had another short conference with - his 
clients and then said: : 

** We will make our bid $900,000.” 

The court said this bid would stand, unless 
it was raised within twenty-four hours, Mr. 


Miller said Mr. Mason was in New York and. 


he wanted an opportunity to communicate 
with him. Attorney Aldrich wasn’t satisfied 
with the court's expressed intention 
and. made a speech which started all 
the ‘other lawyers, and for an hour 
they argued about the matter, often waxing 
loud. Attorney Pam, representing New York 
creditors, argued that Carson, Pirie, Scott & 
Co. wanted to squelch a rival and that Mason’s 
offer should be accepted. Attorney Isaac 
Mayer said the new Chicago Dry Goods com- 
pany was prepared to start with a large capi- 
tal and creditors in New York would give it 


In view of these charges the court § 


ers, was silent and the ccurt calling attention 
to this said he would apparently have to use 
his own judgment unaided. Attorney Miller 
said that no legal complaint could be made if 
the order awarding the property to Mason 
was carried out. Attorney Lyman, represent- 
ing the committee of New Yerk creditors, 
spoke, and Attorney Robbins for the receivers 
finally said that he hadn't felt called on to in- 
terfere in the controversy.

The electric lights were about to be turned 
off when Judge’ McConnell stopped the dis- 
cussion by fixing fhe hour of 2 o’clock today 
for the considefation of Mr. Aldrich’s bid, 
directing him to file it in writing and inclose 
a check for 10 per cent of the amount. He 
said that he would not impose the 80 per cent 
condition upon Mr. Aldrich’s clients, but that 
the bid should be one of $900,000 for the 
property, with the condition that all claims of 
merchandise creditors should be settled on a 
70 per cent basis within twenty days except, 
those to which exception was taken, payment 
of thé latter to be made within ten days after 
the exception was overruled. 

What J. H. Walker Says. 

J. H. Walker said last night that Carson, 
Pirie, Scott & Co’s. bid was made after three 
or four days’ consideration at his request, 

** They ure offering to buy the property as 
an investment,”’ he sal. “* I think they will 
consolidate it with their own.” 

‘Shall you be associated with thom if the 
bid is accepted ?”’ 

‘* That has not been thought about yet, I 
cannot say.”’ 

Mr. Walker said that Mr. Aldrich’s with- 
drawal from the case in the morning was due 
to a misunderstanding and when this was ex- 
plained Mr. Aldrich reéntered the case, 

The Walker retail store will reopen today, 

John S. Miller, who represents Cummings 
and Mason, said last night when asked what 
he and his clients proposed to do: ‘“‘I shull 
hoid a conference with Mr. Mason, who is in 
New York, by long-distance telephone in the 
morning. It seems to me that courts, like in- 
dividuals, would stand by an offer that has 
been accepted. I made an offer that was ac- 
cepted, and my client on the strength 
of that has gone ahead and entered into 
obligations, and it seems to me the court 
ought to stand by its contract. The court 
before it accepted that bid asked if there 
was any objection and none was offered. 
By the terms of the order we were required 
to deposit 10 per cent of our bid on accept- 
ance of an offer, and at once we deposited 
this 10 per cent in open court. It was under- 
stood by everybody that the offer was accept- 
ed and I think Carson, Pirie, Scott & Co. are 
just a little too late.”’ 

New York, Dec. 6.—[Special.]—William A. 
Mason had this to say when asked tonight if 
he would raise the bid of Carson, Pirie, Scott 
& Co. of $900,000 for the James H. Walker

TO PAY HER $40,000, 


‘She Alleges He Gave Her His Check for 


That Amount and Then Took It Away 
from Her—He Denies Her Story and 
Paints Her in an Unenviable Light 
The Woman Has a Notorious History,

(‘oughlin kill Dr. Cronin? In the first place, ac- 
cording to the statement of Daniel Cough- 
lin, after the death of Dr Cronin, 
he and Dr. Cronin “had been enemies 
for four years.” That is what Daniel Coughlin 
said himself. When he met Patrick Dinan in the 
hallway of the Chicago Avenue Station he said: 

‘**What is the matter, Pat? You look agitated.” 

*Whatis the matter, Dan? IL should think I 
would be agitated, when the officers are coming 
to my stable and inquiring about the white 
horse,”’ ‘ 

Daniel Coughlin said to him: “ Don’t say any- 
thing about that, Dinan; Cronin ahd I have been 
enemies for yvears.”’ 

So we started ott with the defendant's own 
statement that enmity existed between them. 
Why did it exist? 

For the purposes of this case it is necessary to 
outline a few matters that occurred for some few 
years prior to the death of Dr. Cronin. Dr. 
(ronin and Dan Coughlin in days gone by~ be- 
longed to an Irish organization, an organization 
that has flourished in this country for 
years and perhaps flourishes now. There 
was Worth in it, and it should flourish today 
if the same merit is there. In, 1884 
there was at the head of this organization

In answer to lengthy petitions from 
the residents of Centralia, Salem, and Odin 
the Board of Supervisors today offered a re- 
ward of $1,000 for the conviction of the mur- 
derers. The Coroner yesterday received a 
letter from a man who signs his name as F.

Neither 
Col. Monroe nor Secretary Hull will beable 
to bein constant attendance, and in their 
absence Mr. Manheimer will be in charge. 
Cuts of Charles S. Fairchild, Thomas G. 
Shearman, E. Ellery Anderson, Representa- 
tive John DeWitt Warner, William F. Harrity, 
and persons conspicuous as anti-snappers last 
year, decorate the walls. A large letter-tile 
with thirty pigeonholes, each to contain the 
correspondence relative toan Assembly Dis- 
trict, stands in the corridor. 

Many letters were received today, not only 
from anti-Tammany Democrats of this city, 
but from the same class up the State. The 
latter are taking their cue irom the New York 
County organization, and will endeavor to 
duplicate that body’s progress and movements 
The corridor was 
well filled all day, and the visitora, it is esti- 
mated, numbered 500. The Assembly Dis- 
trict was privileged to run themselves without 
interference or dictation from a supreme au- 
thority.

Forced to Europe by New Tariff. 


The report that Altred Dolge & Son. : the

have on hand, usually, between 
$400,000 and $500,000 worth of wool and 
manufactured articles. Every effort will 
be made to reduce that stock as far 
as possible, and the inevitable result is great 
suffering for our factory workmen. There 
can be no sentiment about it. The Wilson 
bill compels such action. If the bill passed 
there will bea period of five years of bad 
business, if not hard times, the first effect be- 
ing a reduction of wages. The purchasing 
power of the masses will be decreased and 
then many factories will close and business 
depression in every branch of trade will fol- 
low, whether or not it is directly affected by 
the tariff.’’ 
Gold Pours into the Clearing-House. 


The clearing-house received today no less 
than $4,000,000 of gold coin in settlement 
of today s balances, of which about $350,000 
was received from the Subtreasury. The 
total balances were in round figures $6,000,- 
000. Not enough gold: has been deposited 
yet by the associated banks in the clearing- 
house vaults in exchange for clearing-house 
gold certificates to enabie the banks to settle 
their balances with the certificates, but prob- 
ably in about two weeks enough gold will 
have been deposited for that purpose. The 
clearing-house has already received $3,000.,- 
000 of gold coin, and there is $20,000,000 
more ready to be deposited, but the clearing. 
house cannot conveniently receive and dis- 
pose of more than half a million dol- 
lars a day. The $3,000,000 of cer- 
tificates already issued now appear to 
some extent in the settlement of clearing. 
house balances, but it is estimated $15,000,- 
000 of certificates, at least, will be needed to 
enable ull the banks to settle their balances in 
that form. It was reported in Wall street to- 
day that there was a concerted movement 
among the banks and the trust companies to 
cut down the rate of interest on country bank 
deposits. Bank Presidents questioned about 
the story said it was absurd; there was no 
such movement or intention on the part of 
the banks. It was no& of course, agreeable,

SENATOR OULLOM EXPRESSES THIS 
OPINION OF APPORTIONMENT. 


The Constitutional Provisions as to Terri- 
tory and Population Those Which He 
Says Have Been Violated=—Ex-Attorney- 
General Hunt Will Push the Test Case 
—Ex-Gov. Fifer Enumerates Instauces 
in Which the Act Conflicts with the 
State’s Laws. 

Wasninetox, D. C., Dec. 6.—|Special.}— 
Senator Cullom was not: inclined to discuss 
the legislative apportionment tonight. ‘I 
have no hesitation,”’ he said,‘ in saying that in 
miy opinion the bill failed to meet the consti- 
tutional requirements. An examination of 
the Assembly districts created by it will show 
that they are not equal as to population and 
contiguous as to territury in the sense of the 

nstitution. As to the inequality of popula- 
tion I don’t think there can be any doubt. 

The courts have held that merely ‘ cornering’ 

districts does not. make contiguous 
territory, and some of the districts made 
by the Democratic Legislature do not seem 
tp do much more than that. There is the 

De Kalb district, for instance. I have also 

heard the suggestion that the record would 
show the absence of a quorum at a vital stage

He Sees Many Conflicts with the Constitu- 
tion in the Apportionment, 


Broominaton, Iill., Dec. 6.—[Special.]— 
Ex-Gov. Fifer tonight discussed the Senatorial 
apportionment bill passed by the Democrats 
and injustice - and unconstitutionality of the 
measure. Occasionally illustrating his re- 
marks by reference to an apportionment map, 
he said: 

In my judgment the apportionment is unfair 
and violates the Constitution of the State, which 
provides that ‘‘Senatorial districts shall be 
formed of contiguous and compact ragarne: 
bounded by county lines, and contain as nearly 
as practicable an equal number of inhabitants.’ 
If this provision of the Constitution is to be 
given any force and effect then I have no doubt, 
if a proper case is brought before the courts, the 
act wili be declared unconstitutional. There 
never has been an apportionment in this State as 
unfair as the present one. 

The Republicans were in control of both 
branches of the General Assembly when the 
State was reapportioned ten years ago, and 
their apportionment was so fair and reason- 
able that even the Democrats made but 
little complaint and during the period 
of that apportionment, while _ the »pub- 
lican State ticket was elected at all elections by 
from 10.000 to 40,000 majority, it sometimes 
happened that the opposition would elect a ma- 
jority in. the Lower House, Under the recent 
apportionment it is estimated that in electing 
members of the General Assembly seven Demo- 
crats will, in voting power, be equal to ten 
Republicans, and the evident purpose of the 
appointment was to bring about this result, 
which is clearly in violation of the spirit of the 
Constitution. e 

The phrase “contiguous and compact terri- 

” is plain English and certainly means some- 
thing—such district as the wenty-ninth, 
Fortieth, Forty-second, Forty-third, Forty-sev- 
enth, Eighteenth, and Twenty-sixth are pal- 
pable violations of this provision. If the voters 
of Illinois, lcare not whether they be Repub- 
licans, Democrats, Populists, or Prohibitionists, 
will take the pains to examine this district as 
it appears upon the map, they’ will 
not even contend that it could 
have been constructed in a spirit of fairness, and 


What is said of this district will aprly 
with almost equal force to at least three others. 
The juggling with the numbering of the districts 
with the view to giving an undue advantage with 
spect to the hoidover Senators is a piece of un- 
air dealing which the Democratic party of Lili- 
nois will be called on to explain at the next cam- 
paign.

$ P,700,00Q9 during the previous month and 
he will be satisfied if the road makes $700,-

Messrs. Clark, Wilkinson, Thurston, and 
Sargent, the brotherhood chiefs, arrived here 
from Bethichem this afternoon. Mr. Clark, 
who is the Chairman of the body, stated that 
he and his fellow officials regard the settle. 
ment as a victory for the strikers. ‘‘ We have 


accomplished everything for which we have | 


striven with the exception of taking back 
the men in a body. By the end of this 
month 90 per cont of the strikers will have 
been reém ployed by the Lehigh Valley com- 
pany.’ 


Later dev\lopments tonight show a rather 
mixed conditinn of affairs touching the strike. 
Dispatches from Mauch Chunk, Easton, 
Hazleton, and other points say the men have 
received no official information that the strike 
is off, and that they are determined either to 
go back in a body or to continue the struggle. 
They will not, they say, work with scabs. 
News from Bethlehem is that word has been 
sent all along the line to maintain an un- 
broken front until the chiefs are heard from. 

It is reported that John H. Rice, who is 
still at Bethlehem, telephoned tonight that 
the men should report on the Wyoming Divis- 
ion tomorrow morning for work. 

Grand Chief Arthur of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers when asked tonight 
whether the terms of settlement were entirely 
satisfactory replied: ‘** That remains for the 
men to say. As for me, yes. If you can’t 
get what you want you must take what you 
can get. 

Several of the other labor chiefs expressed 
themselves satisfied with the conditions upon 
which the strike was declared off. 

President Wilbur’s assertion that none of 
the new men who are conmipetent would be 
displaced to make room for strikers will be 
carried out to the letter.

The steamer 
was valued at $80,000 and was insured for

and was insured for that amount in the 
London Assurance, Commercial Union, St. 
Paul and North America, $4,500 each; 
Western of Toronto, $5.000, and Security, 
$4,254. Capt. James Calbick of Chicago, 
representing the underwriters, is now on his 
way here with the hope of saving soine of the 
corn, but will not beable todo so. This is 
the first boat of the Hawgood & Ayery fleet 
which has had a serious loss in twenty years. 


MANY VESSELS LOCKED IN ICE, 


Giant Crushers Break the Fioe at the 
Iiead of Lake Erie, 

Amuerstrsuna, Ont., Dec. 6.—The. great ice 
blockade at the head of Lake Erie, which 
threatened this,morning to bring navigation 
to a sudden close, was relieved slightly this 
afternoon; The down-bound steamers forced 
their way through the ice at Bar Point and 
started down the ldke. Among those down- 
bound that passed here were Susquehanna, 
Yuma, Gould, Sauber, Washburn, Wilbur, 
Gratwick, Bartlett, John W. Moore, and Cale- 
donia. Susquehanna and Kittie M. Forbes 
were detained at Bar Point twenty hours. 
Seven boats were fast in the ice off Colchester 
at one time this afternoon. Aurora and her 
two consorts were fast in the ice all day, but 
at 4 o'clock the steamer broke loose. The 
stmnail steam barge supposed to be the White 
Star and her consort are still fast in the ice 
off Coichester, and drifting eastward. The 

festern Transit liner Hudson, Buffalo to 
Chicago, has been held fast in the ice floe off 
Colchesterall day. The tug Home Rule will 
attempt to mark Bar Point until all boats 
have gone by. 

Sr. Ignace. Mich., Dec. 6.—The icecrusher 
Algomah arrived here this afternoon after re- 
leasing several craft which had been frozen 
up in Green Bay. Cakes of ice fourteen inches 
thick were on board. It leaves again in the 
morning for Gladstone to break a way for 
several otner steamers whivh loaded full car- 
goes of ftour at that point and were frozen in. 

Krxeston, Ont., Dec. 6—The schooner Eliza

ABANDONED TO THE WAVES. 


Owners of the Steamer F. W. Wheeler 
Admit That They Cannot Save It. 

All attempts to rescue the steamer F. W. 
Wheeler, ashore at Michigan City, have been 
abandoned, and the wrecking outfit will return 
today to Chicago. The storm of Tuesday 
night put the wreck in still worse condition. 
The smokestacks were carried overboard, and 
the sand was washed from under the bow and 
stern. The list to port was increased, and it was 
impossible to put a pump onherdeck. An 
effort will be made next spring to recover the 
machinery, but the hull and machinery will 
probably disappear in the winter gales. The 
bottom of the lake in that vicinity is entirely 
made up of sand and it is constantly shifting. 
The cargo of 2,100 tons of hard coal on the 
Wheeler will be a rich harvest for the people 
of Michigan City. The Wheeler was worth 
$100,000, insured for only $45,000, divided 
among the. Commercial Union, Marine of 
London, Detroit Fire and Marine. and Michi- 
gan Fire and Marine, $10,000 each; North 
America, $5,000. 


Burned to the Water's Edge. 

Detroit, Mich., Dec. 6. — [Special.] — The 
steamer Mascotte, running between Detroit, New 
Haven, and New Baltimore, was burned while 
lying atthe latter place this morning. It was 
fully laden with sta¥es and heading, which, be- 
ing kiln-dried, burned like kindling wood. Every 
vestige’ of wéodwork about the boat was de- 
stroyed, leaving nothing but the empty hull and 
machinery, aud these are so warped by heat as to 
be worthless. The boat was owned by Stevenson 
& Marsh of this city, who bought it in Buffalo 
last spring. It was a twin-screw with powerful 
engines, and was the fastest boat of its size on 
the river. Mascotte was built at Wyandotte in 
1885 at a cost of $40,000, and was insured 
against fire for only $15,000. 


Cora A.’s Perilous Night in Midlake, 
The schooner Cora A. arrived last night look 
ing like the craft of an arctic explorer. The 
schooner left Ford River, in Green Bay, eight 
days ago, and since that time has been trying to 
make this port. It was driven about by the 
heavy south winds, and spent Saturday night in 
midliake in the blinding snow-storm which 

caused the wreck of F. W. Wheeler. 


Two Coasting Schooners Ashore. 

InconisH, B. C., Dec. 6.—The Gloucester fish- 
ing schooner Vesta was stranded last night at the 
entrance of the harbor during a heavy easterly 
wind with snow and rain. The crew landed safe- 
ly this morning. The vessel is now inside and 
not leaking much. Most of the cargo of the 
wrecked schooner J. R. ashington. at Neil's 
Harbor, was landed yesterday. e vessel is full 
of water and breaking up. 


One Boat Stranded and Another Burned. 

Lonpox, Dec. 6.—The British ship Beacon 
Rock, Capt. Kain, from San Francisco for West 
Hartlepool, before reported stranded at Den- 
geness after having been in collision, has been 
towed to Gravesend. The British bark Coleridge, 
Capt. Shaplin, from Paspebiac for Brazil, caught 
fire atsea and was abandoned. Her crew have 
arrived at Pernambuco. 


Norwegian Bark on Her Beam Ends. 

Lewes, Del., Dec. 6.—The NorwWegian bark 
Faust reported last night as dragging on Hen 
and Chickens Shoal is ashore on her beam ends 
and full of water. The crew landed, after much 
exposure, on the breakwater at 4 o'clock this 


morning. ,

MAYORALTY PROSPECTS DEDUCED 
FROM REGISTRATION FIGURES. 


Republicans May Prove to Be More Largely 
Benefited by the Special Enrollment of 
Names —Suspicious Lists in Lodging- 
Houses That Are to Be Carefully Inves- 
ticated=Democratic Workers Urged to 
Strongly Support the Names Set Down 
«Where Principal Gains Are Made, 


A. 8S. Trude suggested to the Democratic 
bosses to apply to the Election Commissioners 
for a spectal day of registration for the 
Mayoralty election. The bosses were fervent 
in their eulogies of Mr. Trude yesterday be- 
cause they thought they had the best of the 
registration. At the first glance it seemed so. 
The First Ward turned up with a registration 
of 2,908. The Eighteenth showed a new 
registration of 3,109, and the Twenty-fourth 
had 2,143 new names on the registry. This 
looked rather satisfactory from the Demo. 
cratic point of view. But when it appeared 
later on that the strong Republican wards had 
a splendid registration the Democrats were 
not guite so happy. The Fovyrth Ward 
showed a registration of 1,525, and 
it was mostly in the strong Re- 
publican precincts. The Eleventh showed 
anew registrationmtggregating 2,165, and 
was heaviest in the precincts around Mr. 
Swift’s own home. The Twelfth Ward was 
magnificent with a new registration of 2,721. 
The Thirteenth was nearly as good with 
2,235. The Thirtieth, Thirty-first, and 
Thirty-second also showed up finely. 

An analysis of the new registration by pre- 
cincts also showed better for the Republicans, 
and it demonstrated that the Republican 
workers in the wards are wide awake and de- 
termined to be successful. The complete 
figures for the registration are as follows:

Some Names to Be Stricken Off. 

The registration in the First, Eighteenth, 
and Twenty-fourth Wards was mostly from 
the lodging houses, but much of that will dis- 
appear at the revision next Saturday evening. 
The clerks began a vigorous canvass yesterday, 
and the number of names to be stricken off in 
those wards under the law is likely to disturb 
the Democratic managers. In Hinky 
Dink: Kenna’s precinct not less than 
294 names were registered, principally from 
lodging-houses, A vigorous search will be 
made ferthem. There will »e a healthy re- 
Vision of the old lists also. But all that were 
registered yesterday in the First Ward are not 
supporters of Hopkins. In the Fifteenth Pre- 
cinct, where Mr. Van Cleave resides, 175 were 
registered, and it is probable that 150 of them 
are Republicans. In the Sixteenth Precinct 
the. colored Republicans registered 200. 
There were 1438 registered in the Sixth Pre- 
cinect, which is Republican. The Dewocratic 
managers had overlooked these facts. 

It will be harder to deal with the Eight- 
eenth than with the First. The registration is 
mostly of the lodging-house variety, but, as 
there appears to have been some good work 
done by the Republicans in the west end of the 
ward, it is probable that good work was done in 
the eastern precincts as well, There were 
228 registered from Ald. Brennan’s precinct. 
They live mostly in lodging-houses. But as 
others must have gone out to make room for 
them there will be a good many names 
scratched Saturday. In the adjoining pre- 
cincts the registrations are 214, 209, and 
215. There is need for careful revision here 
also. The clerks were actively at work yes- 
terday. The Democrats were somewhat 
alarmed at their activity, and yesterday after- 
noon Chairman McGillen issued a notice from 
the Democratic headquarters telling his ‘* fel- 
low’ Democrats’ to * stick to their registra- 
tion.’’ The appeal went on: 

Let. no citizen be deprived of his vote by hum- 
bug “‘ suspect’ notices or any. other unlawful 
sharp practice. Watch tne revision of registra- 
tion until the finish Saturday night. Attend your 
ward club meeting Friday night sure. Watch, 
work, win! 

Democrats Oppose Revision. 

In addition to this hysterical appeal the 
Democratic committeemen of the tough 
wards have, it is allegod, instructed the clerks 
of their party to place every possible obstacle 
in the way of revision. Early yesterday 
morning William H. Roman, the Republican 
clerk of the Nineteenth Precinct of the First 
Ward, appeared at Republican headquarters 
and complained that the Democratic clerk, 
Phelan, refused to let him use the verifica- 
tion lists, that he -could not therefore 
inake a canvass of his precinct. The Demo- 
cratic clerk wanted todo all the canvassing 
himself, and his canvass consisted in approv- 
ing the names registered Tuesday—there were 
219 of them. Mr. Roman was sent to Com- 
mitteeman Van Cleave, who visited Election 
Commissioner Hutchings with the clerk. Get- 
ting little satisfaction there Roman returned 
to his precinct todo the best ‘he could: In 
the Ninth Precinct, where 294 names were 
registered, the election officers spent all the 
day copying the new names. The Democrats 
hindered in every way possible. This was the 
rule in the lodgtng-house wards. 

‘** Stick to your registration ’’ was the Dem- 
ocratic injunction all along the line. It was 
obeyed where the Republican clerks were not 
strong enough to insist on their rights. 

Meetings have been called by the Demo- 
cratsin all the wards for tomorrow night. 
The notice issued to the workers to attend 
this meeting is emphatic. The lists of the 
suspect notices copied from the lists which 
the Election Commnisstoners have requested 
the overworked election clerks to file in their 
office Friday morning will be presented at 
this meeting, and ways and means will be de- 
vised to keep the names on at the revision the 
following evening. **Stick to your registra- 
tion ’’ will be the refrain of the speakers, es- 
pecially in the lodging-house precincts of the 
First, Eighteenth, and Twenty-fourth Wards. 


Investigate Suspicious Registrations, 


In the Second Ward there is a suspicion of 
large registration in the northern 
Democratic precincts. The Campaign 
committee sent out yesterday to investigate 
with a view to future action. The registra- 
tion is heaviest, too, in the western and north- 
ern precincts of the Thira, but that is believed 
to be due to the fact that the coiored voters 
there who were away at the time of the regis- 
tration in October have returned to their 
homes. 

At the Democratic headquarters William H. 
Joyce and Senator Thiele acknowledged that 
much of the registration in the Fifth and 
Sixth Wards was Republican. They said 
the Democrats did not have it all their own 
way by any means. They warned the bosses 
not to expect too much from those wards. 
The registration in the Seventh Ward was 
largely of recently naturalized Jewish Repub, 
licans.- The Democrats had admittedly the 
best of it in the Eighth Ward, where Ald. 
Loeffler controls. The light registration 
in the Ninth was disappointing to 
the Democrats. They were rendered 
moe uncomfortable when it was 
noted that the registration was noticeably 
light in the German wards. the Fourteenth, 
Twentieth, Twenty-first, Twenty-second, and 
Twenty-sixth, and especially light in the 
Democratic precincts. The German Demo- 
crats do not appear to be overenthusiastic 
about Hopkins. 

The heavy registration in the Republican 
precincts of the Hyde Park wards docs not 
augur well for the Democratic candidate in 
that region. The registration in the Thirty- 
second Ward is 2.087, and Ald. Kerr, who 
knows that district well, says it is mostly 
Republican. Aibert J. Maher says the regis- 
tration in the Thirty-fourth Ward, which is 
nearly as high as in the Twelfth Ward, is Re- 

blican a It is. admitted even at the 

mocratic headquarters that the registration 
in the Thirtieth Ward is in favor of the Re- 
publicans, being heavy in the precincts south 
of Garfield boulevard, which are nearly all 
Republican. 
lf the Republ 
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boastful claims of the Democrats, that the 
Republicans will be gainers by the special 
day of registration in the end, and that the 
De.wocrats will not bless Mr. Trude as fer- 
vently as they did yesterday. 

Detectives were stationed some days ago in 
some of the lodging-houses of the First and 
Eighteenth Wards toascertain who were bona- 
fide residents there. Those detectives were yes- 
terday engaged in examining the lists of the new 
voters registered from thosé places and com- 
paring them with the lists they made them- 
selves. They will report to the Republican 
Campaign committee this afternoon. It is 
intimated that there may be some arrests 
when the parties non-resident present them- 
selves at the revision next Saturday evening 
to make good their claim to be kept on the 
lists. The Campaign committee spent the en- 
tire session of yesterday considering what 
should be done to purge the registry. Chief 
Clerk Taylor of the Election Board said he 
believed \ the revision would result in striking 
off 25,000 names from. the registry. This 
would mean that the registration would make 
a net increase of 31,000 to the number of 
voters. The total would thus be about 250,- 
000 for the city. It is estimated that fully 
200,000 votes will be polled. : 


WORKINGMEN STRONG FOR SWIFT. 


His Speeches at Evening Meetings Making

BIG LOSS BY FIRE IN THE NAVY YARD.

EN TO THE MAYOR'S SPEECH. 


They Receive His Words with Great Ap- 
plause—Suceess of the Meeting in the 
De Koven Street Turner HalleRemarks 
by the President Mr. De Bartello— 
Questions of Work and of Idlers on the 
City Hall Pay-Koll Discussedwith Vigor 
—Other Addresses. 


Cheers and applause of 600 men greeted 
Mayor George B. Swift at the De Koven Street 
Turner Hall last night. It was the first mass- 
meeting of the Nineteenth Ward Italian Re- 
publican club, and the men who applauded 
represented the rank and file of the Itdlian 
workingmen. Men who earn their bread 
with pick and shovel, men who sweep the 
streets and who live by hard labor constituted 
the audience. They appeared to catch Mr.

Every nation on the globe has its 
representatives here and Chicago welcomes you 
all. It makes only one demand of you, That is 
that you become good citizens. {Applause. } A 
man becomes a good citizen when he is an honest 
workingman. | am a workingman myself. 
[Applause,] I havejas much right to call myself 
a workingman as any man. 1 work as man 
hours as any of you and work hard. 
Ever since I was a boy I hadto paddle ‘my own 
canoe. I had to work days to pay for my school- 
ing at night.

Idleness breeds crime andI know all of 
you endeavor to work wherever you can find an 
opportunity. Now, 'there is not aman here to 
night who is not a taxpayer- It makes no differ- 
ence whether you own a iot ora house or not.

As there are over 100 members in 
the club and the majority of them were an- 
nounced to participate, the program promised 
to be lengthy; . owing, however, to the 
illness of several the scheme was not 
entirely fulfilled, The opening number 
was a concerto for four pianos, with 
string accompaniment by Bach, which was per- 
formed by Miss Clara Krause, W. C. E. Seeboeck, 
August Hyllested, and Walter Spry. Although 
announced as a (single concerto it was, more 
properly speaking, |four, all in operation at once, 
a state of affairs evidently brought about 
through insufficient rehearsal. Marked variation 
of quality in tone and four pianos of differant 
make added to existing peculiarities. Owing to 
the absence of Mme. Romeldi, who was to have 
given ‘** Dreams,”’ by Wagner, her vlace was sup- 
plied by George Ellsworth Holmes, who sang 
with instances of unsatisfactory tone production, 
but with depth of feeling and artistic conception. 
This number, together with an aria by Mrs. H. H. 
A. Beach, brought forward by Mrs. Agnes Thom. 
son, proved the most satisfactory work of a most 
unsatisfactory evening. Mrs. Thomson’s voice, 
greatly improved by a season of rast, was espe- 
cially clear and charming in the upper register. 
As an encore shé gave a lullaby by Kelley. 
The Flower chorus for women’s voices by Schar- 
wenka, being an,excerpt from his new opera, 
** Mataswintha,’’ was good for the eyes, but not 
for the ears, althongh with proper and assidu- 
ous rehearsal the pure, fresh voices forming this 
chorus should do excellent work. Two move- 
ments of the Strauss Quartet in C minor for 
piano, violin, viola, and cello were played by 
Hans von Schiller, Theo. Spiering, 
Franz Esser, and Hermann Diestel. 


Their performance was conscientious and pre-. 


cise, but lacking in color, duein a considerable 
measure to the phlegmatic work of the pianist. 
Gipsy songs by Brahms were sung by Miss Wy- 
coff, Mrs. Pierson Kirkham, Mr. Guenzel, 
and Mr. Holmes. The unequal value of 
the voices prevented a proper. perform- 
ance, the tenor of Mr. Guenzel, the 
founder of the club, not being on a par with his 
energy. The Prayer from “ Lohengrin ” for solo, 
quintet, and chorus was the last number given a 
hearing, various illnesses causing intervening 
blanks in the program. If the intention of the 
“ cultivation of music of the hichest standard ”’ 
is to be carried out it would best be done before 
the next public concert of the Wagner Society. 
The material is doubtless good, but material is 
not result.

WHY SINGER OPPOSES BOERSE TAX, 


Discussion Brings Out Hot Words—KReidl 
Speaks for the Bavarians. 

Beri, Dec. 6.—The discussion of the pro- 
posal to tax Boerse transactions was contin- 
ued in the Reichstag today. Herr Singer, 
Social Democrat, opposed the scheme because 
his party objected to the military bill ex- 
penses incurred, through which the tax was 
intended to aid in covering. He objected to 
all the other proposed new taxes. He also 
objected to the tax forthe reason that the 
Boerse was a product of existing capitalistic 
society and he declined to recognize its trans- 
actions by taxing them. Dr. Riedl, Finance 
Minister of Bavaria, again spoke in favor of 
the taxes. He declared that he was in full 
accord with the Bavarian people in support- 
ing the imperial plan. 

The Emperor Will Go Pheasant Shooting. 

The Vossische Zeitung says that prepara- 
tions are being made at Castle Philippsruh, 
near Hanau, for the reception of Emperor 
William, who is expected to arrive there 
shortly. His Majesty has been invited by 
the Landgrave to visit Castle Philippsruh for 
the purpose of shooting pheasants. 

To Inspect the Russo-Galician Frontier. 

It is stated here that Gen. Pusirewski of the 
Russian army will inspect the Russo-Galician 
frontier and will organize winter mf&neuvers 
of the new Russian frontier guards corps. 

Guards on the Havel to Maneuver. 

The entire corps of guards stationed at San- 
dau, Potsdam, Berlin, and Lichtenfelds wiil 
shortly engage in winter maneuvers. Pio- 
neers and engineers will test the ice in the 
Havel at Brandenburg to ascertain its 
strength. Iceboats, skates, and Esquimau 
dogs will be used in the maneuvers. 
Roumanian and Servian Treaties Adopted. 

The Reichstag committee has adopted the 
commercial treaty with Roumania by a vote 
of 12 to 8. The commercial treaty with 
Servia was also adopted by 13 to 7. 

Russian Police at Work in Berlin. 

The Vorwaerts says that a number of Rus 
sian secret police are in Berlin watching 
demiciled Russians and Poles. It demands 
that Prussia expel the policemen from the 
country. 


LOSSES BY COAL MINERS’ STRIKE, 


Statistics Indicate Total Loss of £33,231,- 
215 in the Sixteen Weeks. 

Lonpon, Dec. 6,—Statistics of the great 
strike of the English coal miners, which ended 
a few days ago, show that during the sixteen 
weeks of the strike the normal output of 63,- 
000,000 tons dropped to 39,000,000. Ordi- 
narily 11,000,000 tons are cxported and 
49,000,000 tons are consumed in England in 
the period, but during the strike only 8,750,- 
000 tons were exported and 27,250,000 tons 
consumed. The estimated loss to mine- 
owners, ironmasters, and railways is £13,- 
255.615. Consumers paid in increased prices 
£1.767,000. Miners and other artisans lost 
£18,208,000. The total general loss is 
placed at £33,231,215. The workers ren- 
dered idle numbered 1,003,250, which meant 
3,511,425 persona in a destitute condition. 

Yelverton Before the Privy Council. 
An inquiry was held in the Privy Council 
today before Lord Herschel, Lord High Chan- 
cellor, Baron Coleridge, Lord Chief Justice, 
and Lords Bowen, Hobhouse, Shand, Watson, 
Jersey, and MacNaughten, to determine 
whether Roger D. Yelverton, Chief Justice of 
the Bahamas, was liable to suspension or re- 
moval from office for having denounced 
abuses on the islands. Mr. Yelverton, 
defendimg himself, objected to being 
tried before he was informed of the 
actual offense committed. He _ also 
requested that his accuser be named. To de- 
duce inferences from an ex-parte statement of 
alleged facts, he said, was unfair. Mr. Yel- 
verton said he had received a paper signed by 
1,500 persons of all classes, filled with ex- 
pressions of high personal regard. He had 
also 200 letters from men in the Bahamas 
who expressed their hope that he would re- 
turn. He felt that he was etititled to be ex- 
amined first of all before the Executive Coun- 
cil of the colony and upon specific and not 
general charges. The council adjourned the 
hearing. 
For Services in the Bering Arbitration. 
The Queen has recognized the services of 
the British counsel in the Bering Sea arbitra- 
tion by making Sir Charles Russell and Sir 
Richard Webster Knights of the Grand Cross 
of the Order of St. Michael and St. George. 
Sir J. S. Thompson, Canadian Premier, has 
been made Privy Councilor in view of his part 
in the arbitration. 

John Morley Goes to Monte Carlo. 
The Rt.-Hon. John Morley, Chief Secretary 
for Ireland, who is suffering from influenza, 
left London this morning for Monte Carlo, 
where, by the advice of his physicians, he will 
sojourn for a time. 

Influenza Increasing in London. 
Influenza is increasing in this city. Seventy- 
four deaths during the last week have been 
attributed to that disease. The deaths from 
all causes have been 300 above the weekly 
average.

Care Town, Dec. 6.—A dispatch from Bulnu- 
wayo dated Nov. 28 says Maj.

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AMERICA IS DISABLED 


TRAITOR IN THE OREW DAMAGES 
ONE OF THE VESSEL’S VALVES. 


Work Done on One of the Regular 
Watches, Which Leads to the Selief 
That the Guilty Man Is in the En- 
gineer’s Division—The Vessel Is Now 
Lying at Bridgetown for Repairs and 
It Will Be Weeks Before It Can Pro- 
ceed=The Nictheroy Has Gone On, 


New York, Deg 6.—[Special.]|—The Bra- 
zilian cruiser America, which sailed from New 
York for Rio Janeiro Nov. 26 for the purpose 
of fighting the redel Admiral Mello’s warships. 
is lying at Bridgetown, Barbadoes, soseriousl y 
digabled by the et of an unknown traitor 
among its crew that it will probably be una- 
able to continue its voyage for several weeks. 
A cable message was received by Flint & 
Co. from the West Indies late this afternoon 
announcing that one of the vessel’s valves, 
among the most vulnerable parts of a ship’s 
machinery, “had been purposely broken by 
an bnknown member of the crew. 

In view of the fuct that the delay will be 
long it is announced in the cablegram that 
the cruiser Nictheroy, which left St. Thomas 
with the America for Rio Janeiro last Sunday 
night, had continued the voyage alone. The 
traitor, it is said, did his work last Monday. 
The cable message did not give the particu- 
lars of the affair, nor would Flint & Co. men- 
tion the port where the vessel is now lying, 
but it is learned that the vessel is at Bridge- 
town, which is only one day’s sail from St. 
Thomas. If Mello’s agent did his work while 
the vessel was some distance from that port 
the Nictheroy no doubt towed it to Bridge- 
town, as it would be rendered helpless imme- 
diately upon the break in the machinery tak- 
ing place. 

The indications are that the traitor is 
in the engineers’ division, as a person who 
does not understand machinery would not 
know which particular part to attack to pro- 
duce the results obtained in this instance. 
This should aid in the discovery of the of- 
fender, because the men off watch would most 
likely be asleep or at least would not have the 
same opportunity to do the work as would a 
man on watch. 

This announcement bears out the state- 
ment made at the time that the crews of the 
Nictheroy and America were being shipped. 
The crews for these vessels, as well as for the 
pirating, were engaged through Wilde & Quail, 
South street shipping agents. They were 
all specially selected and picked men. After 
each applicant had been admitted to Wilde & 
Quail’s office he was questioned a; to his qual- 
ifications, his name And address were taken, 
and he was told that he would be communi- 
cated with later. When some of these men 
reached the street they mixed with the 
crowd of applicants who blocked the side- 
waiks. Some of them were approached by 
strangers, who questioned them as to their 
willingness to Jesert and join Mello’s forces 
when the opportunity presented itself. 

Chief Engineer Coleman was given charge 
of the engineer department of the America. 
He went to Flint & Co. with the highest pos- 
sible recommendations, He passed on the 
assistant engineers. 

A peculiar coincidence in view of the in- 
jury to the America was the engagement this 
afternoon of Capt. William T. Meissner, who 
was employed by Fiint & Co., at short notice, 
to sail on the. Santuit, which is to leave 
this morning at 5 o'clock for Brazil, 
towing the submarine gun vessel Pirating. 
It is possible that it may mean that he will re- 
lieve Capt. Crossman of the command of the 
America. He is an excellent seaman, and has 
sailed on the Brazilian coast for more than 
twenty years. The Santuit and Destroyer 
were unable to sail today because it was nec- 
essary to obtain some additional seamen for 
the former ship. G.'A. Burt and Capt. Meiss- 
ner boarded the Santuit tonight.

Monrrevipeo, Uruguay, via Galveston, Tex., 
Dec. 6.—[ Copyright, 1893, by James Gordon 
Bennett. |—The correspondent in Rio Janeiro 
sends word that the rebel warships Aquidaban 
and Republic are both anchored at Ihla 
Grande, the quarantine station not far from 
Rio Janeiro. Theformer, which is Mello’s 
flagship, is undergoing repairs for injuries it 
suffered while running the gantlet of the loyal 
forts at the entrance vf Rio harbor, The po- 
sition he now occupies out of the range of 
Peixoto’s guns is much more favorable for 
this purpose.

The 
Brazilian rebels of Rio Grande do Sul are 
now besieging the,Town of Bage, on the south- 
ern border of the Province of San Pedro do 
Rio Grande, and the garrison is showing itself 
well prepared for a defense. 

The steamer Itapu, on the Rio Grande, is 
guarding the fortress of Baas from attack by 
water. Gen. Isidore, who was recently made 
prisoner by the Federals, was wounded in the 
arm, and the insurgents are threatening now 
to shoot him. Peixoto’s Minister of War has 
telegraphed to Gen. Tavarres, who captured 
Isidore, that if the latter is shot he will imme- 
diately order the execution of Col. Facunda 
Tavarres, now a prisoner in Porto Alegre. 
Among the Federals wounded in the engage- 
ment were Col, Cabeda, shot in the mouth, 
and Col. Reverbel, commander of a brigade, 
wounded in the leg. The Castilhista soldiers 
forming the garrison of Santa Anna are ready 
to march to Uruguayana and’ join Gen. Hip- 
polite and his forces there. 

Sr. Tuomas, W. I., Nov. 27.—The Nictheroy 
has just arrived here in excellent shape. 
From the Captain to the lowest. officer every 
energy has been exerted to get ready for any 
emergency. Each gun is efficiently manned 
and officered. Even the dynamite gun has 
men to work it who understand all its details. 
The pilot of the port, the port physician, and 
the Brazilian Consul are the only persons who 
have been permitted to board the ship. 


FOR A NEUTRAL ZONE FROM MOROCCO, 


Spanish Generals Favor Its Formation= 
Moors May Not Trade in Melilla. 
Metiuua, Dec. 6.—The Spanish Generals 
here are in favor of compelling Morocco to 
agree to the’establishment of a neutral zone. 
It is expected that if such a proposition shall 
be mnade to the Sultan the Riffians will resist 
it. The peaceful attitude of the Riffians is 
due to their belief that the Spaniards will be 
content to finish the construction of Fort Sidi 
Guariach and will refrain from additional 
military operations. | 
Maprip, Dec. 6.—Gen. Campos has tele- 
graphed asking permission to negotiate with 
Muley Araaf for a guarantee for good ‘be- 
havior on the part of the tribesmen and for 
the punishment of aggressors. He wishes 
also to rectify the Spanish frontier. He de. 
sires that in case his negotiations fail he shall 
have authority to act as he may ‘ee fit. 
Lonpvon, Dec. 6.—A special dispatch from 
Melilla, Nov. 5, via Malaga, says: 
Gen. Martinez de Campos, commander of the 
Spanish forces here, begins to camp vut tonight. 
The Moors have again asked permission to trade 
in Melilla, stating that it was not they who at- 
tacked Fort Sidi Guariach. Gen. de Campos re- 
fused to grant the desired permission. In an in- 
terview last night Gen. de Campos said: “I 
shall remain herea long time.

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TROUBLE WITH WURTEMBERG, 


Its Minister at Berlin Resigns and the 
‘ Agitation Against the Emperor Grows; 
Beruty, Dec, 6.—It is announced here that 
Minister von Moser of Wurtemberg at Ber- 
lin has resigned on account of the fact that 
he opposes the project credited to the Em- 
peror of replacing the Minister of War of 
Wurtemberg by a military cabinet. The rela- 
tions between Wurtemberg and the empire 
have been strained since last summer, when 


the Kingdom of Wurtemberg abandoned 
military maneuvers owing to scarcity of 
fodder. 


Paris, Dec. 6.—Referring to the strained 
relations between the German Emperor and 
the King of Wurtemberg, a Berlin dispatch to 
a newspaper here says: . 

A high official at Stuttgart writes that the 
Cabinet crisis has broken out since the Emperor's 
visit to the Castle of Badenhausen, where the 
Emperor, who is an intimate friend of our King, 
bitterly complains of the clandestine opposition 
of Wurtemberg to his policy. He especially re- 
ferred to the conduct of Baron von Mittnacht, 
the Premier and Minister of Foreign Affairs, who 
was recently his special favorite, and also com- 
plained of Gen. Woelckers, both of whom he said 
were hostile to Prussia. The Emperor charged 
Baron von Mittnacht with secretly coquetting 
with Prince Bismarck, whom the Emperor called 
an “old man in a Saxon forest,” and who was 
visited by Baron von Mittnacht at Kissingen, 
The Emperor further charged him with officially 
encouraging instead of resisting the agitation 
against the wine tax. 

When the King tried to justify Baron von Mitt- 
nacht by pointing out that the tax was impossi- 
ble the Emperor flew into a passion and cnt him 
short in terms which greatly shocked the King, 
and then attacked the Minister of War and 
Woelckers, whom he accused of insubordination 
and framing false reports regarding the drought 
in the country in order to stop the grand army 
maneuvers before the Emperor. The latter main- 
tained that the reports were only a frivolous pre- 
text invented to deceive him. | 

The result was that Baron von Mittnacht’s po- 
sition became unbearable, and as soon as he has 
advocated in the Diet his famous scheme for re- 
form of the Constitution, which will doubtless be 
rejected, he will certainly resign. : 

When the Emperor was present at the recent 
review here he treated the latter like a dog and 
feigned not to see him, though Woelckers was in 
command. The Emperor said, loudly enough to 
be heard by all the staff: “ The troops are bad, 
but their handling is worse than bad.” The Em- 
peror then turned his back on Woelckers, who 
was thunderstruck at this treatment. The Min- 
ister of War and Baron von Mittnacht were sim- 
ilarly treated. 

Every one in Stuttgart is murmuring against 
the Emperor, and he is openly spoken of in the 
most hostile manner, and there will be a serious 
agitation against Berlin unless this policy be 
quickly changed. 

Strurteart, Dec. 6.—King William of Wur- 
temberg is suffering with influenza, He is 
confined to his bed. 


Burmah-Chinese Boundary Not Settled. 

Pekin, Dec. 6.—Advices from Yun-Nan, capital 
of the province of that name in Southwest China, 
show that Peng and Yen, the Chinese officials 
who were sent to India to discuss the Burmah- 
Chinese frontier question, have returned to that 
city after a fruitless mission. The envoys did 
not see Lord Lansdowne, Governor-General of 
India. The Bhamo officials have addressed a 
note to China in which they say they doubt the 
good faith of the envoys and accuse Peng of in- 
citing the Chin tribes not to pay tribute o the 
British. Two thousand’ Chinese soldiers were 
distributed along the frontier. 


Say the Neri Revolution Was Exaggerated.

NORTH SIDE OHUROHES EARNESTLY 
DISCUSS THE HOMELESS POOR. 


PLACES OF 


Plans f& Provide Shelter for Unfortunate 
People Suggested=Basements of Somg 
of the Sanctuaries May Be Utilized for 
the Present—<The Ministerial Associa- 
tion to Decide the Question=A Com- 
fortable Lodging-House May Be Estab- 
lished Near 'the City’s Center. 


At the regular weekly prayer-meetings of 
the churches on the North Side last night 
thAt are members of the Central North Chi- 
cago Ministerial Association services were 
conducted with special reference to the con- 
dition of the homeless poor of the city and 
the necessity of practical charity by Christian 
organizations, At the Belden Avenue Baptist 
Church the project of throwing open the 
basement was presented to the congregation 
and it was unanimously voted to take such 
action, subject, however, to the decision of 
the Ministerial Association at this afternoon’s 
meeting. 

“We have a room 50x75 under the Sunday- 
school room that it is proposed to put canvas 
cots in,” said the Rev. H. H. Barbour, pastor 
of the church. ‘ Besides ledging we propose 
to give the men coffee and sandwiches for 


| breakfast before starting them out.”’ 


The Rev. Lee M. Heilman, pastor of Grace 
English Lutheran Church, said they had a 
large basement room that could be used, and 
besides that there are lavatories and a kitchen 
in the basement which coutd be utilized. The 
subject was discussed, but definite action 
postponed till presented to the full congrega- 
tion Sunday. 

At the other churches the subject was not 
discussed, all awaiting today’s action of the 
Ministerial Association. Said the Rev. Dr. 
Axtell of the Wesley Methodist Church: 

We have had committees at work investigating 
the need of lodgings in this part of the city. We 
find but very few-lodgers at the North Halsted or 
Larrabee Police Stations. Hence the question 
has arisén whether we could not accomplish 
more good by establishing a clean and comforta- 
ble lodging-house noar the center of the . city, or 
arrange with some already open to accept our 
tickets. With the East and West Chicago Ave- 
nue Stations, the City Hall, the Harrison Street, 
and other _— stations, crowded as they 
are every night, we recognize that substantial aid 
must be given. The two plans will be fully cdis- 
cussed at our meeting tomorrow and whatever is 
decided upon presented to the respective churches 
Sunday for ratification. 

Wood Distributed, 

The distribution of 1,000. loads of wood 
which has been dumped in the south end of 
Jackson Park was begun yesterday under the 
direction of an agent of the Chicago Relief 
and Aid Society. The wood consists of boxes, 
barrels, pieces of timber. etc., and the aid so- 
ciety intends that it shall go only to the de- 
serving poor. The distribution will cover the 
southern portion of Hyde Park, and the Hyde 
Park Relief Society, a temporary organiza- 
tion among the churches of the district, 
will aid in seeing that the wood goes to actual 
sufferers. Director Mixer of the Aid Society 
placed Agent Hutton yesterday in the little 
office at the Sixty-third street gate. He will 
issue permits to those whom he judges to be 
deserving. These permits are countersigned 
by General Manager Graham of the Exposi- 
tion company. No admission fee to the 
grounds will be charged. Mr. Mixer 
wishes it understood that the wood 
is for the destitute only. Yesterday 
several men with teams called at the gate, 
but when it was ascertained that they owned 
their own wagons and horses they were told 
that they should not expect to secure any- 
thing and were turned away. Within a day 
or two a gate will be opened at Seventy-sec- 
ond street, which is nearer the dump, and be 
open from 8 o’clock in the morning to 5 in 
the afternoon. There are 400 families in 
South Chicago who will be among the first to 
be given tne wood. The Hyde Park society 
will be given permits to be issued in its dis- 
cretion. ; 

Clothing fer Poor Children, 


Children of the public schogis have. this 
year contributed many hundreds of dollars.to 
a fund for the purpose of supplymg their 
more unfortunate schoolmates with warm 
clothing that they may be enabled to attend 
school during the winter months. Last 
Thanksgiving day the Board of 
Education gave the children permiasion 
to give to their principals contributions for 
this purpose if they desired. The money sore- 
ceived was turned over to the Children’s Re- 
lief.and Aid Society, an organization of ladies, 
who used the fund for the purchase of cloth- 
ing for those school children who else 
would have had to remain at home be- 
cause of the imeclement weather. The 
first year’s contributions amounted to 
about $1.800, but a great amount of cloth- 
ing was also given. The returns frgm_ this 
year's Thanksgiving day offering already ag- 
gregate nearly $3,000,and not all of the 
schools have been heard from. When all 
have been reported a list of the schools, with 
the amounts given by each, will be prepared 
by the Scho ot Board for publication.

At 2 o’clock 
most of them reassembled, but Judge Windes 
was unable to hear the argument and the cage 
went over until this morning. 

Everything was quiet at the office of the 
bank. Two sturdy custodians stood behind 
the locked doors and every person who tried 
to get in was obliged to first shout his name 
and business through the slot for letters. Few 
were admitted. 


Receiver at Work. 


Tnside Receiver Robertson and an assistant 
were at work on books and papers.

Among other 
holders it was said were two or three well- 
known merchants and a wealthy inan who 
lives in Michigan, all of whom it was reported 
had tried to sell their stock in the bank. 


Not Easy ‘to Sell Its Stock. 


According to a story told by a man familiar 
with the business pf the Chicago Trust and 
Savings Bank it has fora year been no easy 
matter to sell stock in the bank to anybody 
but President Tolman. The closely-informed

Mr. Moloney will have an opinion prepared 
before the end of this week on the legal status 
of the company, but is not prepared to 


say that it has forfeited its charter for the | 


single reason that it failed to open headquar- 
ters in Chicago. While it may be said that 
by this failure the company failed to forfeit 
its charter, yet, Mr. —— said, the char- 
ter was forfeited in every other way and the 
question as to whether the defect is a fatal 
one must be settled by the courts. ‘Should 
it be found that the charter is void,’’ he said, 
‘the coal lands of the company will not 
necessarily pass out of the hands of the in- 
corporators. A receiver would be appointed 
to distribute the property. There is 
no doubt that the truck-store business as 
conducted by the company is illegal, al- 
though the law passed by a recent Legislature 
on this subject ‘has been declared unconstitu- 
tional. If the charter is taken away the mem- 
bers can be punished by fines for doing busi- 
ness illegally.”

WAITE WILL CALL AN EXTRA SESSION. 


Are Sorry—Roby 


The Colorado Legislature to Wrestle with 
the Uls of the Times, 

Satipa, Col., Dee 6.—Gov. Waite decided 
today to call an extra session of the Legis- 
lature early next month to take action for 
relief from present difficulties. He did this 
after indorsement of the plan by a vote of 10 
to 8 in his miners’ convention. 
When Gov. Waite called his miners’ -con- 
vention to order this morning he expressed re- 
gret that so few delegates had assembled. 
J. M. MeMichael of Aspinwall was made the 
Temporary Chairman and J. W. Swisher of 
Breckenridge Secretary. Ten of the mining 
camps mentioned in the call failed to send 


delegates and only ten camps were repre- 
sented by a total of eighteen men, and with 
this number the organization was made per- 
manent. 

Judge-McCoy of Salida made the welcom- 
ing address. He suggested the shipment of 
silver to Mexico to be coined, such coin to be 
declared legal tender in Colorado. He also 
suggested the enactment of a stay law. 

Gov. Waite consumed over an hour in de- 
livering his address. He began with an ex- 
planation that he had included only certain 
camps in his call because in those named the 
heads of families predominated and their in- 
terests were vitally hurt by the present money 
| crisis. The Governor recalled the past silver 
crisis. The situation was somewhat improved 
since the darkest hours last summer, but not 
} over 4,000 silver miners out of the 45,000 
thrown out of employment have been able ‘to 
resume work. To be sure, Colorado’s varied 
resources are still here, but there is little de- 
mand for developing them while silver is 
stricken down. Hethen made a number of 
suggestions as to legislation that might be 
considered at the extra session, aside from 
the silver coinage problem. He recom- 
mended: 

That State and county warrants, for the pay- 
ment of which there is no money in the proper 
fund at the time of issuance, be exchangeable for 
State certificates of small denominations that 
would doubtless pass as a currency among busi- 
ness-men. 

That interest and penalties on judgments, lands 
sold for taxes, etc., js reduced to 8 per cent. 

That a State bankrupt law be enacted, 

That the western part of El Paso County be 
made e separate county to relieve Cripple Creek 
of an unjust burden of taxation. 

That State Canal certificates be issued in small 
denominations instead of in amounts of $1,000 
each as the law now stands. 

The sliver coinage problem he handled at 
great length, asserting that the right of Con- 
gress to coin money is conceded and that 
right is exclusive so long as the right is ex- 
ercised: This right was given to the General 
Government by the States as a trust—this 
trust calling for continuous coinage. In de- 
fault of the exercise of the coinage right the 
trust reverts to the States or the people. By 
the passing of the enactments putting an end 
to the free coinage of silver the General Gov- 
ernment defaulted in its trust. Competent 
legal authority, he declared, holds that the 
right of the people to the free coinage of sil- 
ver has never been taken away. The extra 
session of the Legislature should take action 
to compel an atijudication by the United 
States Supreme Courtof this question. He 
held that the right of a State to make gold 
and silver coin the tender in payment in all 
debts collectable within that State cannot be 
denied. He said further: 

The remedy is for each State to enact that the 
silver dollars of the United States and of our sis- 
ter republics in North and South America, con- 
taining not less than 371% grains fine silver: 
shall be a legal tender, by tale or at 100 cents 
each, forall debts, public and private, collecta- 
ble within that State.

TO ENFORCE SCHOOL VACCINATION, 


School Boards Can Suspend Students Who 
Refuse to Be Treated. 
SprinaFieip, Ill., Dec. 6..—[Special.]—The 
Attorney-General today rendered an opinion 
holding that it is the duty of School Boards to 
assist in enforcing the rule of the State Board 
of Health requiring pupils to be vaccinated, 
and that such school officers are not liable for 
damages for suspending from attendance at 
school children who refuse to submit to the 
vaccination. Theopinion is givenin response 
to an inquiry from Dr. Scott, Secretary of the 
State Board of Health, who has received 
numerous letters from all parts of the State 
asking for information on the subject. It

BREAKS DOWN ATLAST 


ANNA WAGNER SOOOUMBS TO A 
STRONG ARRAIGNMENT IN OOURT. 


She Gives the First Evidence of Feeling 
Since the Deaths of the Koesters, 
Whom She Is Charged with Murdering 
—Possible Motives for the Crime 
Brought Out in DetaileSecretary of the 


Kagsas City Grocers’ Union Disappears, 
Leaving a Shortage as a Memento. 


InprianaPpouis, Ind., Dec. 6.—[Special.]— 
The theory of the murders of Charles Koes- 
ters’ family for which Anna Wagner is now 
on trial, as outlined by Lawyer Duncan in his 
closing ante-trial statement to the jury ttoday, 
was a story of thrilling interest. It was a 
brilliant analysis of motives and held the in- 
terest of the crowded court-room. During 
his eloquent and searching statement the 
priscner broke down and wept repeatedly, 
evincing the first sign of feeling at any time 
since her arrest last spring. Her eyes again 
filled with tears when Charles Koesters was 
sworn later in the day and turned to face her 
before taking the witness chair. The theory 
of the prosecution as expounded was briefly 
as follows: 

The deaths of Mrs. Mary Koesters last 
November and her baby two months later were 
admitted to be from natural causes. The 
wife’s death, however, suggested to the girl 
the possibility of becoming the second Mrs. 
Koesters. She had observed the husband’s 
kindness and indulgence, and in her broken 
English before the wife’s death had said: 
‘* Mary has it too good; the boss gives her 
lots of money. He make hera lady.’’ After 


the death she called Koesters ‘*‘ Papa”’ 
and the children ** ours.” She 
set out to win his heart with 


kindness to the motherless little ones and then 
to himself. She bought expensive clothing 
for them until they were the best dressed in 
the neighborhood. Koesters was inconsolable 
and she purchased expensive flowers and 
decorated his wife’s grave. His sister-in-law, 
Mrs. Oyler, told her she would soon be the 
new mistress at that rate. lPrevious to the 
wife’s death she refused to touch a needle to 
family sewing. Afterwards she daily sewed 
for them. She saw Koesters’ gloves were 
ragged and bought him new ones. She began 
buying dainties for the table and studied the 
cook-book for new dishes. A neighbor called 
Koesters’ attention to her attentions and he 


said: ‘Yes, but she can’t talk English.” 
Miss Wagner heard and said: ‘* What differ- 
ence, if | can’t talk English.’”’ He replied his 


wife had been a great help to him in the 
store because she talked English. Straight- 
way -Miss Wagner began to take English 
lessons. 

Finding she could make no impression on 
his heart Miss Wagner became more cunning. 
On St. Valentine’s day she sent two costly val- 
entines to herself, opened them before Koes- 
ters, saying: ‘*See what he sent me; but 
pshaw! I care nothing for him.’’ Then she. 
tossed them to thechildren. But she was 
downcast because Koesters’ heart remained 
adamant. A neighborto whom shespoke told 
a he had no use for a wife with his parents 

ere. 

“At this point,’ Lawyer Duncan _ex- 
claimed, *the first idea of crime entered her 
head. She secretly purchased a box of poison 
from Druggist Borst, and the deaths of the 
aged father, Frank Koesters, and the little 
girl, Mary, svon after occurred. Koesters’ 
mother said it would be wrong for her son to 
marry, and then the old lady soon followed 
her husband, the poison being given in her 
coffee.”’ 

Miss Wagner refused toget clothing to 
dress the dead woman. Some one started for 
a closet, but the girl sprang in front and got 
the garments. She denied to the Coroner 
that any poison wasever inthe house and 
brought bim some insect powder which she 
declared was ali the poison she ever saw 
about the place. A policeman searched the 
house andthe poison was found. The girl 
feigned astonishment and. denied knowing 
anything of it. Afterwards she said she got 
it froma neighbor to kill rats. ‘No rats had 
ever been heard of about the place and Drug- 
gist Borst identified the box as one Miss Wag- 
ner had purchased from him. 

Sensations repeatedly occurred during the 
recital of these facts. At the close Charles 
Koesters took the stand and verified the inci- 
dents as they had been related. The witness 
was asked as to a conversation he had with the 
prisoner before his mother’s death and said 
that Anna had called his attention toa man 
who had lost a wife and married again. He 
said: ‘* I told her as longas I could keep my 
children with me and had my mother with m 
I would not marry again.” :

DEATH FEARED BEFORE HIS TRIAL, 


Believe Him Innocent of Murder. 
Mascovurtan, Ill., Dec. 5.—[Special Corre- 


that the trial of Peter J. C. Marion, charged 
with the murder of August Vondrie, will 
never be held. The aged schoolmaster was 
stricken with a severe attack of grip shortly 
after his imprisonment and he now lies at the 
St. Clair County Hospital in a critical condi- 
tion. 

Marion has beén known for forty years as 
‘*The Schoolmaster of the American Bot- 
toms.” Hecame of a fine old Irish family, 
but was. born in Calcutta. Soon after his 


received a thorough education at Birming- 
ham, Attheage of 20 he came to this coun- 
try. In the fertile American Bottoms, below 
the big bluff in St. Clair County,a large 
French colony had settied. They came from 
the peasantry of France. In that colony the 
young Irishman settled down and became the 
schoolmaster of thé country district. For 
forty years he taught the children and grand- 
children of the French peopie of the American 
Bottoms. 

He finally left the little country school- 
house to teach no more, and was elected Jus- 
tice of the Peace and served for some years 
in that capacity. He raised’a family of six 
children, and met with business reverses in 
late years that left him in moderate circum. 
stances. The little farm above the Pittsburg 
Lake belonged to him, and from its produc. 
tions and the hire for his little boats upon the 
lake the family was kept in comfortable cir. 
cumstances. 

The crime charged inst Marion was com.- 
mitted weeks before the arrest Was made. It 
was thought at first a stray bullet from some 
hunter’s gun killed August Vondrie. Vondrie 
and two other farmers were fishing from a 
boat in the big lake opposite Marion’s house 
late one evening when, without warning, there 
_wasthe sharp report of a rifle and Vondrie 
fell forward in the boat with a cry of pein. 
The bullet had pierced his heart and he never 
uttered a word after the fatal shot was fired. 

The Coroner’s jury concluded a stray bullet 
caused the farmer’s death, and the remains of 
Vondrie were buried in the little Catholic 
cemetery at Centerville. 

A few weeks later a son of Judge Lautz af 
East St. Louis, who was fishing upon the 
same lake about the same wees ad a nar- 
row escape from death. There was the same 
sharp crack of the rifle, but the bullet etruck 
the stock of the gun upon his shoulder and he 
was uninjured. The experience of young 
Lautz became public,. and other stories of 
similar experiences soon followed. The mat- 
ter finally became the talk of the community. 

The old Irish schoolmaster was in his day/ja 
man of forcible character, and while he made 
warm friends he at the same time made bit- 
ter enemies. He became involved in an old 
feud of the community, and became more or 
less prominently identified with one of the 
factions of Centerville Township. The enp- 
mies of the old schoolmaster pushed the mur- 
der theory, and the result was that one day 
the Sheriff of the county went to the little 
farm-house and took the decrepid old man 
from his home charged with the murder of 
August Vondrie. The evidence was purely 
circumstantial, but it appears was sufficient 
to justify the Magistrate in holding him with- 
out bail. The only known motive for the 
deed would:have been to prevent trespassing 
upon the Marion place. 

Since the preliminary trial there has been a 
reaction in public sentiment in favor of the 
schoolmaster, and men whose first instruc- 
tion was received under his tutelage have 
come to his aid. His old pupils cannot be- 
lieve he committed the crime. 

Besides his own family Marion has a sister 
in Ireland who is the wife of Lord Loftus.

OHINESE BONES TO BE DUG UP AND 
. BENT BAOK TO OHINA, 


No Rest for the Departed Celestial So Long 
as His Remains Lie Buried in the Soil of 
the White Heathen—Public Ceremonies 
to Attend the Resurrection of Forty 
Fortunate Corpses Under the Direction 
of a Well Paid Chinese “Coroner”= 
Great Care in Packing and Shipping. 

Bones of Chinamen are valued in China. 

No matter how worthless the owner of the 

bones may have been when alive, as soon as 

he is dead his remains are sacred and must 
take up their final resting place in no spot 


DISINTERRING THE BONES OF CHINAMEN, 


outside the Flowery Kingdom. Whena China- 
man dies in a foreign land he does so with 
the full understanding that some time in the 
future his brethren will carry him back to the 
land whence he came. In Chicago yesterday 
work was commenced on:the sacred duty of 
exhuming the bones of a number of Chinese 
who have been dead six years or more; The 
names and dates of deathof the men who sere- 
mains are to.be carefully prepared for ship- 
ment to China are:

As soon as the 
weather permite the work will be carried on 
in earnest and the Chinese bones will be pre- 
pared for their final grave. 


Must Be Buried in Their Native Land. 


The Chinese custom is to take up the dead 
after they have been buried six years .or 
more and send them to their friends in China, 
where once every year a celebration in mem- 
ory of them takes place. that occasion 
the graves are decorated with flowers and the 
dead ‘receive offerings of roasted chicken, 
which, however, is afterwards eaten by the 
living with many wishes that the departed 
could be there to enjoy it with them. 

Bodies have been exhumed at San Francis- 
co, Portland, and other places in America and 
sent across the ocear®, but the ceremony 
never been performed in Chicago. The mor- 
tal remains of nearly 100 subjects of the 
Emperor and Son of the Sun rest in Rosehill 
and Graceland Cemeteries. Some of 
have been under the ground longer than the 
requisite period of six years, and their bones 
are to be disinterred, carefully sealed in tin 
boxes, and shipped to the land of their nativity, 
where relations will receive and care for them 
ever afterwards. 


To Be Exhumed by the “ Chinese Coroner.” 


The work will be carried on under direction 
of an official from San Francisco known as 
the Chinese Coroner. His name is Grin Joy 


00. 
The Chinese quarter is greatly interested in 
the undertaking. chiefly because the custom 
has never been putinto effect here and the 
strange rites celebrated in connection there- 
with promise some diversion to the Chinese, 
whose monotonous-routine of daily existence 
on South Clark street *nakes a little variet 
welcome. The money for expenses is all col- 
lected, the tin boxes and heavy wooden cases 
have been made, the undertaker is here, and

After the bones have 
been lifted from the pars they will be dipped 
into a kettle or jar of boili oil, e of 
aromatic herbs and roots, and then carefull 
wiped off with soft cotton cloths and {dri 
It is claimed that the hot oil soaks into the 
skeletons and preserves them so that they will 
last thousands of years. Dr. Gee Wo Chan, 
who is a veracious man, said yesterday that 
the bones of some of his ancestors have been 
kept in good condition 6,000 years. * 
Remains Carefully Packed in Tin. 


Further preparation consists of the hear 
ping of each bone in a heavy piece of muslin 
and labeli it. The tin box is made just 
large pacer 9 to hold the skull and trunk of 
the body intact.

The Ohioan’s Proposition for a Tariff of 
One Cent a Pound Pleases Democrats 
of the Ways and Means Committee 
Likelihood That the* Plan Will Be 
Strongly Opposed=A Scheme to Tax 
Exohanges Arising from Deals in Fut- 
ures=Hoke Smith to Explain.

Free Trader Harter of Ohio has come to the 

rescue of the Ways and Means com- 

mittee. He saw the abyss into which 
the Democrats on the committee plunged 

themselves, when they reported a 

bill to decrease customs revenue  with- 

out providing means for increasing the 

revenues from some other source. Being a 

genuine free trader Mr. Harter believes in 

revenue taxes. He wants sugar taxed. To- 


day he was passing around a paper pledging 


Detmhocratic members to support a tax of one 
cent a pound on raw sugat. This would give 
an increased revenue which would go far 
towards making up the deficit and would also 
enable the bounty to be done away with at 
once, If the Louisiana members could be 
sure of a tax of not less than one cent a pound 
they would prefer it to the disappearing 
bounty. The. sigar tax would do away with 
any need for atty income tax, but the Demo- 
crats who favor the income tax are against 
taxing sugar. 

Tom Johnson of Ohio, Hatch of Missouri, 
and others declared long ago that if the Ways 
and Means committee undertook to restore 
the sugar tax they would beat it in the House. 
Having bulldozed the committee they would 
not now let Mr. Harter take control. No Re- 
publican member would vote fora sugar tax, 
and the opposition of fifty Democrats would 
make it impossible. There are, however, 
many more than that, so that Mr. Harter’s ef- 
forts do not seem likely to bear early fruit. 
His volunteer work shows the tangle into 
which the: Ways and Meaus committee has 

ot.

HOKE SMITH CALLED ON TO EXPLAIN,

’ CHICAGO POSTOFFICE BUILDING. 


No Settlement as to the Site Arranged by 
the Delegation. 


Wasuinctrox, D. C., Dec. 6.—[Special.]— 
Gen. Black has not completed the draft of the 
bill which it is proposed to introduce in the 
House looking to a change in the public 
building at Chicago in accordance with the 
wishes of the business-men of the city. Noth- 
ing definite relative to a site has been deter- 
mined upon by the Congressional delegation 
from Chicago, but it is the idea of Gen, Black 
that a temporary removal of the offices from 
the present structure is desirable. His meas- 
ure will therefore be upon this line without 
reference to any particular site or appropria- 
tion, but simply as a matter of precaution 
against collapse or danger in the building 
now inuse. Thus farthe principal obstacle 
encountered has been to fix a conven- 
ient locality for handling the mail 
matter which goes into Chicago. Mr. Aldrich 
is more than ever inclined to the proposition 
to put the public building on the Lake-Front 
and asserts that a good-sized plot will be do- 
nated for the purpose exclusively. Thus far 
he has not been uble to convince the Chicago 
delegation of the wisdom of such a choice, 
but the sentiment of the business community, 
he declares, is all on his side of the case.

INFER-STATE OOMMEROE OOMMIE- 
SION ON OoN VENTION RATES. 


An Old Case, the Outgrowth of the Last 
Presidential Conventions, Decided= 
Commission Lacks Authority but 
Makes ‘RecommendationseGulf and 
Inter-State Kailroad Conventiong Ad- 
journs After Formulating Plans-State 
of Kansas Cannot Assist, 


A case of more'than ordinary interest has 
just been decided by the Inter-State, Com- 
merce Commission. It is regarding the ac- 
tion of the railroads previous to the last Presi- 
dential campaign, when they agreed to make 
a rate of one fare for the round trip for both 
the Republican and Democratic conventions 
but refused to grant reduced rates for the con- 
vention of the People’s party at Omaha. One 
of the delegates to the latter convention who 
was compelled’to pay full fare in order to 
test the right of the railroads to practice such 
discrimination made complaint to the Inter- 
State Commission charging the Southern Pa- 
cific and Union Pacific with unjust discrimi- 
nation. The decision in brief is as follows: 

_ Under the statute the defendants had a legal 
right to withhold or put into effect an open ex- 
cursion rate to Omaha. and such right was not 
affected by the fact that open excursion rates, 
lower than regular rates of fare, had n in force 
over their connecting roads during the month 
previous. Comparison of the rates charged to 
complainant and others in July for transporta- 
tion from San Francisco to Omaha and return’ 
with reduced excursion rates charged for the 
transportation of persons from San Francisco to 
Chicago and Minneapolis in June of the same 
year does not of itself present a discrimination or 
preference which the act to regulate commerce 
empowers this commission to correct. . 

The commission, however, takes occasion to 
express its opinion as follows: 

While we are satisfied that there is no authority 
undet the law for an order from the commission, 
yet we feel compelled to express our belief that 
the importance of national conventions for the 
nomination of candidates for President and Vice- 
President of the United States, the fact that the 
are called but once in four years, and althoug 
held at different places yet generally occur about 
the same time in the year, all point to the con- 
clusion that a proper observance of the: spirit of 
the law to regulate commerce, which seeks equal- 
ity and condemns undue preferences and prej- 
udices, and unjust and invidious discrimina- 
tions, would grant excursion rates to each 
national convention for such purposes. As these 
conventions are only held at stated periods, and 
usually about four years apart, such equal action 
nos the part of carriers of passengers would not 
likely result in any serious embarrassment or loss 
of revenues, and therefore would seem to us to be 
sub pet equity and justice to the rule above 
outlined. 


GULF AND INTER-STATE RAILROAD. 


A People’s Line to Traverse All Western 
and Northwestern States. 

Torexa, Kas., Dec. 6.—The Gulf and Inter- 
State railroad convention has been occupied 
today in the consideration of plans for put- 
ting the North and South railroaa scheme ia 
motion and for raising funds with which to 
construct the road. The plan as adopted at 
noon contemplates a road from the British 
possessions to the gulf, traversing the States 
of North and South Dakota, Nebraska, Kan- 
sas, Oklahoma, and Texas, with branches 
reaching to Arkansas, Missouri, Iowa, and 
Minnesota. It requires a board of provisional 
directors, one from each of the ten States, 
whose duty it will be to secure charters, push 
legislation, secure capital, make surveys, ac- 
cumulate chattels, and build and operate parts 
of the road. It provides that when five States 
have authorized it the directors shall turn 
over the property to the Railroad Com- 
missioners of the several States to be held 
forever in trust for the people or 
until the General Government may buy the 
road at actual cost. The directors will be ex- 

ted to arrange for the construction of 


* 2,550 miles of road in the immediate future 


to'cost $38,250,000. The entire cost, it is 
estimated, will be saved to shippers by ro- 
duced rates annually. The money with which 
to carry on the work will be raised by issuing 
4 per cent construction bondsin denomina- 
tions of $5 each and multiples thereof pay- 
able at the option of the road and réceivable 
for all kinds of traffic. Forty-year 4 per 
cent first mortgage bonds will also be is- 
sued, to be taken by the several States and 
purchased from the school funds. Laterals 
and feeders are provided for when counties 
or towns are prepared to build and equip them. 
The provisional directors appointed are Lieut.- 
Gov. Ed Wallace of North Dakota, Lieut.- 
Gov. E. C. Harrwell of: South Dakota, C. J. 
Randall, Nebraska; F. J. Close, Kansas; 8S. J. 
Clarke, Oklahoma; W.S. Kimpton, Texas; 
H. Halvorson, Minnesota; ex-Gov. Larrabee, 
Iowa; H. M. Dake, Missouri; L. P. Feather- 
stone, Arkansas; E.S. Stoddard of Omaha, 
director-at-large and Chairman of the board. 
The convention adjourned without date at 3 
o'clock. ». 

Judge Frank Doster, who has taken a prom- 
inent partin the convention, made a state- 
ment that had the effect of dampening the 
ardor of most of the promoters of the scheme. 
He said: *‘ Kansas can take no partinu the 
building of the proposed Gulf and Inter-State 
railroad unless we amend the Constitution. I 
do not know about other States, but our Con- 
stitution provides that the State shall never 
be a party in carrying on works of interna- 
tional improvement. That will prohibit the 
State from taking any active part in the work 
of the road, and it cannot do it as a State un- 
less we amend the Constitution, which is out 
of the question. ‘I'he scheme of this proposed 
road isa feasiblejone and would be very ad- 
vantageous to the/farmers and manufagturers 
of the West, but it’s useless to say that Kansas 
ss any partin the construction of this 
road.’ {

HEIRS TO AN AUSTRALIAN’S FORTUNE. 


Louisville Lawyers Receive a $30,000 Fee 
for Proving a Claim, 

LovisvituE, Ky., Dec. 6.—Three Louisville 
lawyers, Col. Ernest MacPhergon, Mr. Byron 
Bacon, and Mr. Charles Gibson, have just 
received a $30,000 fee for securing an estate 
valued at £500,000 for John Duff and Rob- 
ert and William Mitchell of this city. Years 
ago John Harris left this country in search of 
a fortune, and finally turned up 
in Australia. He is credited . with 
having amassed an estate of £500,- 
000 in the cattle and lumber 
business. A year or so ago Mr. Harris, then 
a very old man, was killedin a railroad dis- 
aster. Hedied intestate and the two Louis- 
ville families secured the services of the attor- 
neys named for the purpose of establishing 
their claim to the old man’s fortune by prov- 
ing they were his next of kin and nls legal 
heirs. The proof their claim has now been 
passed upon by the highest tribunal of Aus- 
tralia, and the three are said to have already 
received $75,000. They are each credited 
with being heirs to $150,000, less their attor- 
neys fees and court costs.

An Odious Tax. 

Philadelphia Ledger (Dem.): There has never 
been a tax levied in the Wnited States which was 
regarded with so much and such general disfavor 
and discontent asthe income tax, and nothing 
but the exigencies of the period of its levy, the 
necessity of taxation for the preservation of the 
Union, and the fervent, self-sacrificing patriot- 
ism of the Nation, induced the people to tolerate 
as long as they did the existence of this tax. To 
reimpose a wartax in time of absolute peace, 
and when no excuse can be offered in support of 
it, save that its imposition is made essential by 
the repeal or reduction of protective revenues 
from imported raw materials and manufactured 
products, does not seem to asupreme act of 
statesmanship, nor one reconcilable with that 
doctrine of good public policy which is the first’ 
principle of statesmanship.

monies. Congressmen fared no better than 
the general public in the scramble for posi- 
tion, with the exception of Vice-President 
Stevenson and Speaker Crisp, who were 
assigned seats on the small platform. Up 
above the spectators on the floor, in the gal- 
leries for many years devoted to the storage 
of musty old tomes, Senators and other dis- 
tinguished personages grouped themselves as 
best they could upon the balustrade and 
leaned over, the better to see and hear what 
was transpiring beneath them. 

Upon the platform sat Miss Katherine 
Shields, a daughter of the man whom the as- 
semblage had met to honor, Gov. Altgeld, 
Railway Commissioner Cantrell, Secretary of 
State Hinrichsen, Adjt.-Gen. Orendorff, 
Insurance Commissioner Durfee, and State 
Treasurer Ramsey, all of LIllinois; Gen.

After the ceremonies in the House of Rep- 
resentatives all the members of the Lilinojs 
Congressional delegation marched over into 
Statuary Halil arffl were assigned position at 
the base of the statue, where they remained 
during the hour and a half consumed in the 
exercises at this point. Controller of the Cur- 
rency Eckels took in the scene from the _ gal- 
lety and not far away stood Assistant Post- 
master-General Frank H. Jones and Assfstant 
Secretaries Scott Wike and Hamlin of the 
Treasury Department.: Commissioner of 
Pensions Lochren was also conspicuous in the 
throng and the Hon. Mark H. Dunnell of 
Minnesota was an interested spectator of the 
proceedings. 

Gen. Shiclds Has Distinguished Company. 
An excellent location was secured for the 
bronze representation of the Senator from 
three States of the American Union, and it 
looked upon the spectators from the west side 
of the famous apartment. It is situated be- 
tween the bronze figure of Gen. Phil Kearney 
and the marble personation of Richard Stock- 
ton, both of whom represent New Jersey in 
the Nation’s pantheon. Not far away is the 
famous Vinnie Ream marble statue of Abra- 
ham Lincoln. Upon the face of the granite 
pedestal which supports the Shields statue is 
the inscription in sunken letters: ‘‘ Warrior, 

jurist, statesman,’’ and on each of the, three 

remaining sides are bronze tnedallions bearing 
the coats of arms of the States of Lilinois, 

Minnesota, and Missouri respectively. Gen. 

Shields %s represented standing erect in the 
uniform of a Major-General, his left hand 
resting upon the hilt of his sword, which is in 
its scabbard on the left side of the wearer. 

His right hand is partly concealed in his waist 

belt, and altogether the effect produced by 

Sculptor Volk is easy and natural. 

Second Controller Mansur of the Treas- 

ury Department inaugurated the ceremonies, 

and in a brief speech introduced Capt. W. H. 

Condon of Chicago, Secretary of the commis- 

sion intrusted with the task of receiving and 

putting the statue in position. All the details 

of the. work were outlined in Capt, Condon’s 

remarks, and additional emphasis was given 

them, just before he concluded, by the cere- 

mony of unveiling the statue. Miss Katherine 

Shields, who had been an interested listener 

of .the homage paid to her distinguished 

parent, suddenly became more conspicuous 

by a few words uttered to her in a low tone by 

Capt. Condon. Grasping the lines firmly she 

pulled away the cloth concealing the bronze 

representation of her father from the multi- 

tude, and a saivo of applause greeted this per- 

formance. Miss Shields blushed prettily and 

bowed gracefully in appreciation of the com- 

pliments bestowed upon her, and then the 

crowd settied down to hear Gov. Altgeld’s ad- 

dress. 

Gov. Altgeld’s Tribute to the Dead Soldier. 


There was a ripple of applause when the 
Goyernor of Illinois rose and faced the 
throng, a sea of upturned faces greeting his 
gaze. Without any ado the Governor, after 
giving every one present a good chance to 
take him in thoroughly, plunged into a manu- 
script copy of his remarks ana make credita- 
ble and Bete response in accepting the 
statue on behalf of the State which he repre- 
sented.

and political existence: when it was noticed that 
| the tendency of the strong to devour the weak 


was inherent and eternal, that grasping selfish- 

ness is but a manifestation of a universal law, 
that government instead of being the protector of 
the poor and the weak, isin constant danger of 
being used as an instrument.by the cunning and 
designing to despoil the ignorant and the un- 
wary; when it was found that it required con- 
stant vigilanee to preventthe very best institu- 
tions from being productive of great wrong and 
that problems constantly arise that are difficult 
of solution and vitally affect the happiness of 
men, then the world created another class of 
heroes. It began’to honor the men who devoted 
their lives to the solution of the problems. It 
began to bui'd statues to statesmen, Not to the 
men who were merely officeholders, for they do 
little good and win no glory, but it built statues 
to the men who, whether in office or out of oftice, 
helped to light the way to humanity. 

Today we honor the memory of a man whose 
career meets all three of the requirements we 
have mentioned. He was a brilliant soldier, he 
helped to lay the foundations of States, and he 
assisted in guidi the destiny and shaping the 
institutions, not only of a great Commonwealth, 
but of the great American Republic. A lawyer 
and a soldier. a Judge and a legislator, an execn- 
tive officer and a popular leader, he was honest, 
brilliant, and brave. He added giory to the flag 
of his country oa both foreign and domestic soii, 
I shall not attempt to tell the full story of his 
life; there aro others who can do it better. | 
will refer to only such parts of it as te'l a lesson 
to the age and to posterity. James Shields was 
born in a village in Ireland in 1810. When 
about 16 years old he came to America and 
stopped for a time on the seaboard, working his 


way upwardly, teaching school and doi 
some newspaper work. and then _§studie 
law and settled in Kaskaskia, il. 


The military bent of his mind led him to partici-

pate in Indian warfare for a time, but he re. 
turned to his law practice. In 1836 he was 
elected a member of the Illinois Legislature and 
later held the office of Auditor, and in 1843 was 
appointed one of the Judges of the Superior 
Court of the State, and in 1845 was made Com- 
missioner-General of the United States Land 
ce. : 
Beginning of His Career. 


_ At the commencement of hostilities with Mex- 
ico he was appointed a Brigadier-General and 
served under Gen. Zachary Taylor on the Rio 
Grande, under Gen. Wood in Chihuahua, and 
through the extended campaigns of Gen. Scott, 
everywhere displaying great skill as a military 
leader. At Cerro Gordo he was shot through the 
lungs and was brevetted as Major-Genera! for 
galiant conduct. After his recovery he partici- 
apees in allofthe campaigns in the Valley of 
exico and was again severely wounded in the 


Returning from Mexico he was in 1848 elected 
a United States Senator by the Legisiature of I)- 
linois and served in the Senate until the spring of 
1855; subsequently he went to the then Territory 
of Minnesota, assisted in organizing the State 
government there, and was elected United States 
Senator from that State, serving, however, but a 
short time. He then wentto California and at 
the beginning of the civil war was in Mexico 
superintending amine. He at once hastened to 
Washington, tendered his service to the govern- 
ment, was appointed a Brigadier-General in Aug- 
ust, 1861, and March 23, 1862, he won a victory 
over the great Stonewall Jackson at Winchester 
in one of the hardest fought battles of the war 
and was again severely wounded. So brilliant 
was his conduct in this battle that he was con- 
gratulated not only by Gens. McClellan and 
Banks, but by the great War Secretary Stanton 


for ‘Energy, activity, and bravery” dis- 
played m and was further hon- 
ored by Gov. Curtin of Pennysivania, who 


ordered that the flag of Pennsylvania be in- 
scribed, * Winchester, March 23, 1862.”" In 
1868 he resigned his commission in the arm 
and went to Valifornia, but afterward returned. 
settled in Missouri, and resumed the practice of 
law, for Gen. Shields was always obliged to work 
for a living. In Missouri he served as a Railroad 
Commissioner; was a member of the Legislature, 
and in 1870 was appointed to serve out the 
brief, unexpired term of Senator Bogy in the 
United States Senate. This was his last public 
service. The pvsople of Lilinois delighted to 
honor him, and having been invited to erect two 
statues in Memorial Halil at Washington, of citi- 
zens who had achieved military orcivic renown, 
the Legislature of that great Commonwealth, at 
its last session, declared Gen. Shields to have 
been a distinguished warrior, statesman, and 
jurist, and it directed this statue to be made and 
placed in position here. 


Lessons Taught by His Life. 


The life of Gen. Shields shows that love of 
country and lofty pattiotism do not depend on 
locality of birth. He was reared aimost to man- 

on foreign soil, agd yet no truer patriot 
ever bled forthe American flag. The American 
Nation differs from all other nations on earth: it 
differs in its ancestry and differs in its component 
parts. The brain and muscie of ali people meat 
here; all give and ali receive; all are burnished - 
none remain the same; all are transformed, not 
by intermarriage, through generations, but as by 
magic, so that in a few years after landing on our 
shores, even though they retain their mother 
language, they are no ga English, German 
Scandinavian—no longer Teuton, Celt, Latin, or 
Slav—but are of that new, cosmopolitan 
weople known the world over as Americans. 
pires can only be founded by 
labor; it requires labor to ciear forasts 
and span rivers, to found schools and churches, to 
build factories, railroads, and cities. The mak- 
ing of a mighty State requires hewing and |ift- 
ing, delving and spinning. it requires that en- 
durance that comes from being used to hard con- 
ditions. Gen. Shields saw this. He saw that

More than this, 
he saw that these ple did not take up arms 
against their adopte counter, but came prompt- 
ly forward in support of the Union. Not only 
did their industry, joined to that of the native 
American, help to produce that material wealth 
which enabled the government to carry on a pro- 
tracted war but they and their sons made up a 
large per cent of our armies and formed a oom 
per cent of the dead and Leow on every battle- 
field. Gen. Shields himself was shot a number 
of times while fighting for the flag of his coun- 
try—yet he, in his day, heard men, as we do in 
our day, inveigh against the foreign-born and 
secking to apply a different law to them from 
that applied to the natives, ' 
The life of Gen. Shields is a fitting response to 
all such people. If the great soul of Shields could 
animate this statue but for an hour, with what 
infinite scorn would his proud spirit look upon 
these men, who, having bled on no battlefield, 
stormed the ramparts of no armed enemy, solved 
no great problem for humapity, done nothing to 
develop our resources, taken no part in laying 
the foundation of State or building its super- 
structure; who, having done nothing to ma 
their country great or théir age illustrious, 
now ssek to turn the accident of birth into a 


virtue by an act of Congress. 
Marked for Common Good, Not for Riches, 


But to my mind the most important feature in 
the career of Gen. Shilds, the most inspiring les- 
son to the world, and especially to the ambitious 
young men of America, 1s. the fact that he was 
poor; that he had to toil for daily bread, not 
only for himself but for his family ; that, notwith- 
standing his poverty. by strong resolution, by 
lofty purpose, by keeping his eye fixed upon the 
star of patriotism and of duty, he has won re- 
nown and a place in the galaxy of the world's 
heroes. So | ee 

Every age has produced millions of brilliant 
and able men, who, failing to keep their eye 
turned to the sun, losing sight of lofty ideals, 
gave way to dissipation and carried only inde- 
scribable wretchedness to miserable graves. 
Every age has produced millions of strong and 
industrious men who knew no higher god than 
the dollar; who coined their lives into sordid 
gold; who gave no thought to blessing the world 
or lifting up humanity; men who owned ships 
and palaces and stocks and the riches of the 
earth ; who gilded meanness with splendor, and 
then sank into oblivion. Posterity crected no 
statue to their memory and there was nct a pen 
in the universe that would even preserve a letter 
of their names. Letthe young men of America 
learn from this statue and from the career off 
Gen. Shields that the paths of virtue and of honor, 
the paths of glory and immortality are open to 
them. 

The crowd manifested an ynusual curiosity 
in the Illinois Governor. There was a cran- 
ing of necks by those in the rear, while those 
in front pushed closer towards the platform 
in their desire to see and hear what he had to 


say. 
Dasveeudtelive John C. Tarsney of Mis- 
sduri, who followed Gov. Altgeld, spoke elo- 
quently of the dead hero. 
Senator Turpie of Indiana, the next speaker, 
took exception to the statement made by one 
of the previous speakers that Shields was an 
Irishman. ‘He was not an Irishman,” said 
the Senktor, significantly. ‘“‘He was an 
American. I care not for the land of his na- 
tivity. He wasan American in every quality 
that constitutes a good Amerivan, and he 
could not be born again.” | 


Gen. Shields Remembered in Congress. 
Prior to the unveiling of the statue, in both 
Houses of Congress, there were appropriate 
exercises. In the Senate Mr. Cullom offered 
the following resolutions: 

Resolved, By the Senate, the House of Repre- 
sentatives concurring, that the thanks of_ Con- 
gress be tendered to the Governor, to the Legis- 
lature, and to the people of Illinois for the statue 
of Gen. James Shiglds, who was so closely identi- 
fied with the history of Illinois and of the United 
States by his eminent services as a soldier, jurist, 


and statesman. 
Resolved, That the statue be accepted and as- 


signed toa place in Statuary Hall (the old Hall 
of Representatives), and that a copy of these res- 
olutions. signed by the President of the Senate 
and the Speaker of the House of Representatives, 
be transmitted to the Governor of Lilinois. 
Senator Cullom then addressed the Senate 
upon the resolution, saying that this was not 
¢‘he first statue presented hy Illinois to the 
National Government, and the Nation had 
done itself and the State great honor by plac- 
ing the statue of Lincoln, the martyr Presi- 
dent and son of Illinois, by the side of Wash- 
ington, Jefferson, and Hamilton. He pro- 
ceeded to give, in eloquent language, a his- 
tory of the life and remarkable achievements 
of Gen. Shields, saying that the simple recital 
of his wonderful career seemed almost like a 
dream of. fancy, a romance of imagination. 
No other American citizen, native or natural- 
ized. had ever been certified or cothmissioned 
as a member of the Senate by three different 
great States. He was one of the most illus. 
trious men of» our country—hero, patriot, 
soldier, and statesman. He was ever ready 
to fight for his adopted country in war and 
he always served it faithfully in peace, He 
had not the eloquence of O’Connell, or of 
Grattan, or of Curran, but he was equal to 
either in steadfastness to duty and the cour. 
age to perform it. Mr. Cullom then told of 
his last meeting with Gen. Shields, fifteen 
years ago, in the reunion of the surviving 
soldiers.of five wars at Mount Vernon, Ill, 
Sherman and Logan were also present. He 
asked what monarchy could present such 4 
scene, what Emperor could command such an 
audience, where but in America could every 
roan feel that this was indeed reunion? That 
this was his country and these his comrades 
and brothers. In conclusion he hoped that 
this statue which the State of Illinois on in- 
vitation of the Generali Government unveiled 
and presented today in the Pantheon of Amer. 
ica would ever remain a suitable memorial 
of the illustrious soldier and statesman, 
Shields. 

Mr. Vest said that it was eminently sug- 
gestive and proper that the great common- 
wealth of Itlinois should place in the Statuary 
Hall of che Capital the statues of Lincoln and 
Shields—always political adversaries and at 
one time personal enemies, but never divided 
in their iove of country. It augured well for 
thé people that the petty division of 
political opinion was thus obliterated and 
that the people of the whole country, so long 
as the government exists, could look upon tne 
marble images of those who differed in meth- 
ods, but not in motives, and of whom the im- 
partial judgment of their country had de- 
clared that they ‘‘deserved weil of the re- 
public.”’ 

Remarks in eulogy of Gen. Shields were 
also made by Senator Davis and Senator 
Palmer. The resolutions were agreed to.

HOW LAKE TAHOE WAS FORMED. 


The Result of Volcanic Upheaval inan Age 
Long Gone By. 

Maj. J. W. Powell, director of the United 
States geological survey, thus describes the 
origin of Lake Tahoe: * In geographical 
times not long ago, as speaks the scientist, but 
very long ago,as speaks the chronicler of 
human follies, there was a deep valley on the 
eastern slope of the Sierra Nevada at the 
headwaters of the Truckee River. About this 
valley towered granite mountains. But earth- 
quakes came, rents were opened in the rocks, 
and from the fissures poured monstrous 
streams of lava. One of these fissures 
crossed the lower end of the valley, and 
through it poured floods of molten 
roeks. Stream after stream issued, to 
cool in solid sheets and blocks, until a wall 
was built across the valley two or three thou- 
sand feet in height, and above it was a deep 
basin five or six hundred square miles in 
area. The storins that fell on the granite and 
voleanic mountains rolled in rivers to fill the 
basin, and Lake Tahoe was created. When 
filled at last its waters overflowed the rim of 
lava. and the Truckee River now springs from 
the Tahoe fountain. Its deep waters are dark 
with profundity, like the clouds of a stormy 
sky, but about its shores a few shallow bays 
are found, and emerald waters, like festoons 
of beauty, encircle the deeper and more som- 
ber lake. Back from'the waters forest-clad 
slopes rise toward the heavens. and above are 
seen naked crags and domes of granite.” 


IT IS “HARVARD ANNEX ” NO LONGER. 


Women to Be Allowed to Compete for 
Academic Degrees. 
CamsBriper, Mass., Dec. 6.—The Board of 
Overseers at Harvard today decided to abol- 
ish the Harvard Annex as a separate institu- 
tion. Hereafter it will.be known as Radcliffe 
College, a part of Harvard University, the 
woren students sharing the degrees given in 
the academy part of the college now attended 
by men. The discontinuance of the annex 
for the instruction of women was 
brought about through ‘the efforts of 
Mrs. Agassiz, widow of the famous scientist, 
who has lung been working to have the annex 
made a regular part of theainiversity. Under 
the action of the board the President and 
fellows of Harvard College are appointed the 
visitors of the Harvard corporation, and are 
vested with all power and authority as fully 
as if the same had been originally conferred 
upon the President and fellows by the charter.

IRON AND STEEL MARKET UNCHANGED. 


Indications Point to Dullness Until the 
Beginning of the New Year.

BARBORO’S DEATH CAUSED BY A FALL. 


Inquest Fails to Develop Any Direct Evi- 
dence of a Murder. 

Death from a hemorrhage of the brain 
and a concussion of the face by falling from 
the sidewalk to the street was the verdict of 
the Coroner’s jury in the inquest over the re- 
mains of D. 8S. Barboro Tuesday. Police- 
man J. P. Berrick was examined first. Then 
John Holmes, a night-watchman, identified 
the links of chain found by the body of Bar- 
boro as his property. He said that in his 
haste to call the police ambulance he had 
pulled his keys loose, breaking the chain near 
the end. Officer Hyatt gave evidence that 
confirmed the probability of this story.’ Dr. 
Louis J. Mitchell reported that an autopsy 
failed to show any evidence of violence to the 
body. The employés of Mr. Barboro say that 
he left the store shortly after midnight the 
morning of Nov. 30 with $14 and the store 
keys. Nothing has been seen of either. In 
view of this the Coroner left the case oped for 
further investigation if desired.
